mander  in  Chief,  already  inferted  in  our 
Maga  /.ine.  In  this  engagement  he  loft 
liis  Captain,  the  brave  flutt, three  Lieu¬ 
tenants,  a  Midlhipman,  thirty -fix  men 
killed,  and  fixty-leven  wounded.  As  a 
recoinpcncc  for  the  Icrvice  of  this  day, 
his  Majefty  was  plcafcd  to  confer  on  him 
the  title  of  a  liaronet  of  Great  Britain. 

Sir  Alan  married,  about  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  Mrs.  Turner,  widow  of

numerous  progeny,  two  of  his  Ions 
being  in  the  Navy,  and  already  advan¬ 
ced  to  the  rank  of  Polt  Captains,  in 
whicii  ftation  they  will  have  opportu¬ 
nities  cf  emulating  the  braicry  and 
condudl  of  their  lire.

Nt-  ihnpie  improvcinent  in  a-cono- 
lilies  IS  greater  than  this,  when  com¬ 
pared  witti  ttic  ufual  method  of  curing 
batter  i»y  means  of  common  fait  alone*. 
In  any  open  market  the  one  woujd  fell 
for  thirty  per  cent,  nicre  than  the 
other.  'The  butler  thus  cured  appears 
of  a  rich  inairow'y  eonfirtenee,  and  line 


colour,  and  never  acquires  a  brittle 
iurdnels,  iior  taftes  lair,  like  the  other, 
which  has  the  appearance  of  tallow. 

Butler  cured  by  this  new  method

'T'^HERE  is  unquclHonably  ro  article 
*“•  fo  extenfively  ufcful  as  \v3tcr ;  no 
one  lint  in  fuch  ways  enters  into  our 
food  :  fcarcely  a  inorfcl  cf  bread  we 
fwallow  is  made  without  it.  OF  ail 
our  foups  it  conftitutes  the  hulk  ;  it 
enters  into  moft  of  onr  fauces  ;  and  it  is 
employed  in  cookinj;  a  large  proportion 
of  the  viands  that  garnilli  lire  tobic  of 
luxury,  or  arc  fpread  for  the  fiipport  of 
life  on  the  frugal  board.  If  we  except 
cyder,  the  ufc  of  which  is  very  confined, 
and  wine,  which  iiill  fewer  nfe  un- 
mixed  for  their  foie  beverage,  there  is 
no  article  of  drink,  of  which  water 
forms  not  the  hahs.  Nt^t  to  mention 
thole  who  drink  it  alone,  in  all  malt 
liquors  it  is  tlic  oniv  llutd  ;  in  tea  and 
coiVee  it  is  nearly  fo;  and  of  mixed  fjn- 
rituous  potatlO|i^.  it  is,  with  a  very  tew 
exceptions,  much  the  greater  parr. 
Surely  then,  not  dciicacv  only,  hut  re¬ 
gard  to  health  alfo,  bids  ns  attend  to 
the  purity  and  cltanncl'k  of  our  water. 
Yet  how  few  i'ceni  to  think  thefe  ob- 
3c6ts  of  concern  !  and  of  thofc  who  do, 
how  many  arc  contented  with  their 
higbtcft  fcmhlancfs  ’ 

In  a  great  city  like  f^ordon,  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  dirt  and  tilth  fwaliowcd  through 
the  medium  of  the  water  of  the  Thames, 
or  of  the  New  River,  is  fcarcely  calcu- 
table.  Little  indeed  need  he  laid  on 
this  fubjedf,  as  it  is,  <»hvi»nis  to  the  eyes 
of  everyone  t  hut  being (oobvious,  it  is 
Itrangc  that  tome  clicap  and  cafy  mc- 
thovl  cf  remecying  it  has  never  yet  ap- 
j>arertly  been  imployed.  Filtering- 
Hones  have  been  ufed  by  fomc,  it  is  true; 
but  they  arc  too  expenlive  for  general 
vie,  and  the  water  percoiates  through 
them  too  fiowly  to  Ihpply  a  large  de¬ 
mand,  without  having  recourfe  to  fucU 
a  number  as  would  require  confiderablc 
loom,  as  well  as  enhance  the  colL  A 
patent  too  has  lately  ueen  obtained,  J  ur- 
dciHand,  for  an  invention,  of  the  merits 
of  which  1  can  fav  nothing,  not  having 
feen  it :  though  from  the  principles  cn 
which  the  machine  is  laid  to  be  con-

a  circular  hole,  aoout  ei<^hi  inclu's  in 
diameter,  into  which  is  inleitcd  the 
neck  of  a  ilii  ec-gallon  Hone  bottle.  Of 
this  bottle  the  handle  is  broken  off,  and 
the  bottom  beaten  out,  foas  to  forma 
fort  of  funnel.  To  beat  out  the  bottom 
without  breaking  the  bottle,  is  tiie 
moH  difficult  pan  of  ilic  ^Krlonnance. 

1  accoinplilhtd  it  by  nicans  of  a  fmall 
iron  to<'l  (fuchachifcl  as  Hone -cutters 
life,  is  perhaps  the  inofl  convenient)  nm! 
a  wooden  mallet.  With  thefe  I  lirH 
m^dc  a  little  hole  in  the  center  of  the 
bottom,  and  tlien  gradually  enlarged  it 
with  the  fame  implcmcnrs ;  taking  care 
to  pm  a  large  cloth,  many  times  dou’aletl, 
under  the  mouth  of  the  bottle,  whlcli 
J  believe  to  be  a  neerfl'ary  precaution  ; 
for  if  the  bottle  reft  on  a  hard  unyield¬ 
ing  body,  it  will  be  extremely  liable  to 
fplit  in  the  operation.  With  fomc  of 
the  ffiards  which  came  out  of  the  bot¬ 
tom  I  clioakcil  up  the  neck  of  the  bottle, 
letting  tluni  tall  in  loofeiy,  yet  fiiffici- 
cntly  loofc  to  retain  a  layer  of  bricl.s 
coarfely  powdered,  or  rather  broketi 
into  fmall  fragments,  the  dull  and  fmall - 
er  particles  of  which  I  walhcd  awav, 
firlt  tiirough  a  cullender,  and  then 
ihrouulitl.c  tliards,  by  pouring  water  re^ 
neatediv  over  it.  On  this  layer  of  broke  n 
bricks  1  put  a  layer  of  coarfc  fand, called 
fca-fand,  or  fcouring-fand,  about  three 
or  four  inches -deep,  basing  firli  well 
walhtd  it,  to  render  it  clean,  and  free 
from  every  thing  fulublc  by  water.

To  walh  thcccmmon  fand  clean,  1  took 
coniiderablc  pains,  as  there  is  generally 
a  great  deal  of  dirt,  clay,  and  other  film 
mixed  with  it ;  and  1  repeated  my 
ablutions,  till  the  water,  after  the  fand 
had  fubfuied,  which  was  in  two  or  three 
minutes,  cime  otif  as  clear  as  it  avas  put 
on.

Having  thus  prepared  my  apparatus, 
and  plaecil  it  in  the  hole  in  tnc  cover 
of  my  tub,  as  before  mentioned,  I 
brought  iny  waiei-pipc  over  it,  and 
boring  a  hole  in  it,  placed  therein  a 
I'nnll  box-wood  cock.  As  tlie  water 
is  conlhinilv  on,  I  had  nothing  more  to 
do  but  to  turn  the  cock  a  little,  I'o  as  to 
let  the  water  run  gcntl'.  into  luy  filter  ; 
taking  the  precaution  to  place  a  fmall 
potlherd  upon  that  part  of  the  land  on 
which  the  water  would  other  wife  have 
propped,  that  the  furfacc  of  the  fand 
iniglit  not  be  woin  into  a  hole  by  its 
condant  dropping.  As  1  could  c.ilily 
manage  the  cock,  fo  as  to  let  the  water 
into  mV  filter  fati  or  How  as  1  plcafed, 
no  other  care  o'  trouble  was  rcipiifitc, 
than  to  lee  th*-  fuppiy  was  not  more 
than  my  bltei  would  difeharge.  At 
lirll,  I  mull  own,  being  defirous  of  til¬ 
ling  my  ealk  with  clean  water  as  quickly 
as  polliole  I  let  m  ;  liltcr  run  over  every 
how  and  then  htforc  I  could  acc.rately 
adjuft  the  fupplv  :  but  a  very  little  ex¬ 
perience  and  attention  enabled  me  to 


furmount  this  diHicuhy,  and  I  now  grt 
forty  or  fifty  g,dl«)nsot  ultcred  waie;  in 
the  cuurfe  of  four  and  twenty  hours, 
wtienever  1  lUmk  proper;  though 
ccommonly  1  lulTcr  luv  filter  to  run 
inuJi  (lower,  rcgulaiing  mv  fuppiy-  by 
the  quaniitv  the  cunlumption  ot  my 
family  demands.  And  I  may  here  ob- 
lerve,  that  all  the  water  uled  in  my 
houle,  not  merely  in  preparing  fooJ^ 
but  even  for  waUiin^ clothes,  is  filtered: 
anil  to  thofe  who  arc  nice  in  their  ap¬ 
parel,  this  ni'Jll  he  a  dilirahlc  objec*^, 
for  it  is  ablolutrly  imnuliibic  to  walh 
anv  tiling  clean  in  dirty  water. 

Once  in  two  or  three  weeks,  when  I 
find  niy  hltcr  runs  flow,  I  Itir  up  the 
furface  of  the  land  with  my  hand,  t » 
loufcn  it  a  little  ;  and  when  the  water 
begins  againio  percolate  with  diiriculty  ♦ 
1  ttop  the  procels,  and  take  out  the 
uppcrliycr  of  fand,  and  wafh  it  well 
ov.er  again,  to  remove  the  dirt,  which, 
having  been  flrained  from  the  water 
paU’cil  through,  naturally  choaks  up  the 
lilttr.  'This  layct  being  waflicd,  and 
replaced  as  before,  my  apparatus  is  as 
lit  for  ufe  as  at  firfl.

SIR, 

HK  patriotic  fpirit  which  in  every 
part  of  the  kingdom  has  difplayed 
itfclt,  in  raifing  Volunteer  C  rps  of 
Cavalry  and  Infantry  for  the  internal 
defence  (jf  ilie  kingdom,  has  perhaps 
fliwvvn  itfclf  nowhere  to  more  advan¬ 
tage  than  on  the  Coall  of  Rent  and 
Sufl'ex,  and  particularly  in  the  Cinque 
Ports, and  Towns  connedled  with  tb.em. 
Among  the  latter,  a  vifit  which  1  lately 
made  at  the  old  town  of  Rye,  gave  me 
an  opp'^rtunity  of  remarking  a  zeal  and 
ardour  in  its  principal  inhabitants  which 
do  them  the  highell  honour.  They 
are  known  indeed  to  have  an  excellent 
example  in  the  leading  family  of  that^ 
place,  whom  I  frequently  heard  repre- 
lenrcd  as  ever  ready  to  Hand  forth  in 
fuppc.rt  of  the  Confliturion  and  Govern¬ 
ment  of  their  country  ;  hut  at  no  time 
'vith  more  diftinguilhed  alacrity  and 
vigour  than  at  the  prtfent  crifis. 

But  that  which  particularly  ftruck 
me  during  my  vifu  was,  an  inftance  of 
patriotilm  exhibited  by  fcvcral  of  the 
Ladies  of  Rye,  whohad  been  employed 
a  confultTiblc  part  of  the  fummer  in 
embroidering  the  Colours  of  the  two 
Corps  (Cava.ry  and  infantry)  railed 


within  that  town  and  its  immediate 
neighbourhood. 

I  n  the  centre  of  the  crimfun-filk  dra¬ 
pery  foi  miiig  the  Siaiulard  of  the  Ca¬ 
valry,  are  reprefented,  on  one  fide,  the 
Arms  of  the  C'in(]uc  Ih ns,  conlifling 
of  three  Li'*ns  couchant  and  three  Sterns 
of  Ships  ;  on  tlic  reverie  arc  the  Pamilv 
Anns  of  Mr.  Pitt,  the  l^ord  Warden  ; 
hoiii  worked  in  their  proper  colour* 
with  finguUr  nearnefs  and  elegance. 
Each  of  thefc  armorial  inlignia  is  fur- 
rounded  with  a  wreath  ;  that  round  the 
arms  of  the  Cavalry  is  wrought  in  cx- 
uifiic  needlework,  of  tlic  leaves  and 
owers  of  hops.  1  was  a:  a  lofs  whe¬ 
ther  molt  to  admire  'the  ingenious  dc- 
fign  or  the  execution  of  this  ornament. 
The  leaf  of  the  hop-plant  and  its  beau¬ 
tifully-twining  tendril  have  not  been 
Id's  happily  chofen  for  their  pidurcfquc 
beauty,  than  on  account  of  this  plane 
being  the  charadcriltic  produce  of  Rye 
and  Its  neighbourhood,  from  wlicncc 
the  rcfpeitablc  hotly  of  yeomanry  have 
been  drawn  who  conflitiitc  the  trcop 
of  Cavalry.

'fhe  Colours  of  the  Infantry,  exhi¬ 
biting  the  fame  arms,  together  with 
the  Union  Flag,  as  ih  ife  of  the  Cav.alry, 
arc  embroidered  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  v  ith  equal  elegance  and  fkiil ;  but 
the  wreath,  which  encircles  tliem,  c^n- 
lids  of  oak  leaves,  in  allution  to  the 
noble  tree  to  which  we  arc  indebted  for 
the  naval  bulwark  of  our  country,  and 
which  very  properly  claims  relation 
to  the  Arms  otthc  Cinque  3’orts.  Tlic

‘The  ceremony  of  introduction,  and 
mode  of  receiving  the  blclfing  of  the 
Lima  at  the  time  of  being  prefented 
to  liim,  may  here  be  belt  remarked. 
When  any  of  the  Princes  or  immediate 
relations  of  the  Emperor  were  prefent- 
ed,  they  were  all  received  by  the  L.ima 
without  moving  from  where  he  fat  j 
hut  they  were  difiinguiihed  by  his  lay¬ 
ing  his  bare  hand  upon  their  heads  while 
he  repeated  a  fhort  prayer,  or  form  of 
hleflTing.  The  NobiUty»  or  men  of  the 
I'ccund  rank,  when  introduced,  went 
through  the  like  ceremony,  except  that 
flic  Lama  wrapped  a  piece  of  dean  filk 
Vound  his  hand,  and  in  that  manner 
reded  it  on  their  heads  whild  he  repeat- 
ed  the  blclfing  j  and  for  thofc  of  an  in¬ 
ferior  note;  a  piece  of  confccrated  wood 
of  about  half  a  yard  lone  was  fubditu- 
ted,  and  held  by  him  in  his  hand,  with 
the  end  of  which  he  touched  their  heads, 
in  like  manner  a*  he  had  the  others 
with  his  hand. 

After  five  days  refidcncc  here,  during 
which  time  he  was  almod  continually 
employed  in  conferring  his  bldfings  as 
above,  information  was  brought  him  of 
the  approach  of  the  Emperor  towards 
bewarah  Soommaw,  and  that  he  was  at 
the  didance  of  nine  or  ten  cofs.  The 
L^ma  proceeded  next  morning  to  meet 
him,  and  halted  at  a  Country-hculc  of 
the  Emperor’s,  about  eight  miles  from 
Sc'warah  Soommaw,  to  refresh.  Here 
he  received  a  medage  fron»  the  Empe¬ 
ror,  requeding  him  not  to  fatigue  him- 
feif  by  coming  any  funher.

by  the  Emperor  himfclf,  who  took 
leave  at  the  door  and  returned  to  his 
own.  He  then  fent  for  his  elded  fon, 
tiid  gave  him  orders,  that  on  the  next 
morning,  he,  with  a  fpl^ndid  retinue, 
diould  attend  the  Lama,  and  conduct 
him  to  fee  all  his  country  paUcts,  pla¬ 
ces  of  worlhip,  &c.  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Pekin  ;  and  alfo  to  the  grcitt 
Lak  c»,  upon  which  arc  two  Urge  Ihipj 
and  mauy  fmaller  vclTels  *,  and  that  lie 
would  be  attentive  to  point  out  to  the 
Lama  everything  that  was  curious  about 
the  City. 

The  Prince  immediately  svaited  upon 
the  Lama  at  his  houfc,  and  informed 
him  of  the  orders  he  had  received  froin 
the  Emperor,  and  that  he  with  his  at¬ 
tendants  and  Cheengea  Gooroo  would 
be  in  readinefs  to  attend  him  accord¬ 
ingly. 

Next  morning  the  Prince,  5:c.  at¬ 
tended  the  Lama,  and  conducted  him 
to  the  famous  gardens  and  palace  of 
Kheaton,  where  only  eight  of  the  Lu¬ 
ma’s  attendants  were  allowed  to  enter. 
After  examining  all  the  curiofitics  of 
the  garden,  he  pafTcd  that  night  in  the 
Palace.  The  two  following  days  were 
taken  up  in  like  manner,  viewing  dif¬ 
ferent  .places  and  curiufities  about  the 
City.  Repofing  himfclf  that  night  in 
the  houfc  he  had  before  occupied,  h« 
was  vifitcd  the  next  morning  by  the 
Prince  the  E'mpcror’s  eldeft  fon,  who 
informed  him  that  many  of  the  Empe¬ 
ror’s  favourite  women  were  in  a  Palace 
at  a  difiant  part  of  the  gardens,  and 
that  they  had  exprclTed  much  anxiety  to 
fee  the  Lilma  and  receive  his  blcfling, 
and  that  it  would  be  agreeable  to  the 
Emperor’s  wifties  that  he  fliould  vifit 
them  }  which  he  accordingly  did  :  and 
being  placed  oppofite  a  door  of  their 
apanments,  upon  an  exalted  feat,  a 
purdow  or  Ikrccn  of  a  yellow  kind  of 
gauze  being  dropi  before  the  door,  the 
ladies  approached  it  onr  by  one  ;  and 
.having  jufi  looked  at  the  L^ma  through 
the  gauze,  each  according  to  her  rank 
and  abilities  fent  her  ottering  or  prefent 
by  a  female  fervant,  who  delivered  it 
to  one-  of  the  Lima’s  religious  compa¬ 
nions  that  were  allowed  to  continue 

*  ■  ’  nsar 
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near  him  ;  and  npon  the  prefent  being 
delivered  to  him,  and  the  name  of  the 
pcrl'oa  announced,  he  repeated  a  prayer 
cr  form  of  hlelhng  for  each,  all  the  time 
bending  his  head  forward  and  turning 
his  eyes  dircdtly  toward  the  ground,  to 
avoid'  all  poflibility  of  beholding  the 
women.  This  ceremony^  which  took 
up  four  or  five  hours,  being  ended,  the 
L^ma  returned  to  the  place  he  had  occu¬ 
pied  for  feme  nights  pad,  where  he  con¬ 
tinued  that  night,  and  next  morning  re¬ 
turned  wi^h  the  Prince,  S:c,  to  the  gar¬ 
dens  where  they  had  left  the  Emperor. 

The  next  morning  the  LAma  vifited 
his  Majedy#  and  was  received  with  the 
iifual  refpedt  and  ceremony.  After  con. 
vcrfing  lome  time  refpedting  the  curi- 
ofjties  the  Lima  had  examined  for  lome 
days  pad,  the  Emperor  told  him  he  had 
dill  a  greater  to  Inew  him  than  any  he 
had  vet  vifited ;  and,  added  he,  it 
lhall  be  my  own  care  to  carry  vou  to  fee 
it.  Whereupon  rifing  from  their  feats, 
the  Emperor  took  the  Lima  by  the 
hand,  and  leading  him  to  a  Temple  in 
a  different  part  of  the  garden,  he  Ihew- 
cd  him  a  magnificent  throne,  and  in- 
hirmcd  him,  that  it  was  an  ancient  and 
invariable  cudbm  of  the  Emperors  of 
China  to  feat  thcmfelves  upon  it  at  cer¬ 
tain  times  to  hear  and  determine  all , 
matters  of  complaint  that  might  be 
brought  before  them ;  and  that  fuch 
'was  the  extraordinary  virtue  of  this 
feat,  that,  according  to  the  jiidice  or 
injudice  of  the  Emperor’s  decrees,  his 
evidence  or  immediate  death  depended. 
This 'I'cmple  and  Seat  of  Judice,  he 
laid,  had  been  erected  by  Divine  com¬ 
mand,  and  had  exided  for  many  thou- 
fand  years. 

After  having  paffed  an  hour  or  two 
in  ei^lanation  of  this  famous  Temple, 
the  Emperor  returned  to  his  Palace, 
and  the  LUma,  accompanied  Cheengea 
Gooroo  to  the  houfe  of  the  latter  in  the. 
fame  gardens,  where  he  was  entertained 
with  great  refpeft ,  and  during  the  whole 
night  the  L^ma  did  not  go  to  deep,  but 
continued  in  prayer  with  Cheengea 
Gooroo,  and  indru£fing  him  in  certain 
forms  of  religion,  and  prayer.  In  the 
morning,  on  the  L&ma's  departure  for 
his  own  houfe,  he  received  rich  pre- 
feuts  from  Cheengea  Gooroo.  The 
I  ama  repofed  there  for  two  days,  when 
he  was  attended  by  the  Prince  and 
Cheengea^  Gooroo,  according  to  the 
#£niperor*s  commands,  to<  conduct  him 
to  the  great  pond  or  Lake,  on  which  are 
two  famuus  vcffcls  of  the  Emperor’s, 
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of  a  mod  extraordinary  fize  and  cen- 
firuiffiun,  each  having  five  or  fix  firrics 
of  apartments  one  above  another,  all  of 
which  are  carved  and  gilt  in  a  mod  cu¬ 
rious  and  luperb  manner.  There  are 
two  ifiands  in  the  La^e,  on  one  of 
which  fiauds  the  Emperor’s  private  pa¬ 
lace,  where  his  women  arc  kept,  and 
can  only  be  approached  by  boats.  On 
the  ocher  illand  I'tands  a  very  magnifi* 
cent  Chinefe  Putawlaw,  or  temple  of 
public  worfliip,  which  is  approached  by 
a  done  bridge.  Here  the  L&ma  palTed 
the  night,  and  in  the  morning  prricccd- 
efi  to  vifit  the  very  famous  Putawlaw 
or  temple  of  public  worlliip  in  the 
city  of  Pekin,  where  hangs  a  bell 
which  the  Chinefe  affured  the  writer 
of  this  weighs  upwards  of  20,o6» 
maunds,  and  rc(|uircs  an  hundred  men 
to  ring  it.  This,  however,  never  is  at¬ 
tempted  but  to  call  the  people  to  arms 
in  cafe  of  invafion,  infurredion,  or 
public  thankfgiving  for  any  fignal  vic¬ 
tory.  Having  palled  fome  hours  at 
prayer  in  this  place,  the  Lima  return¬ 
ed  to  his  place  of  abode  near  thd  City, 
and  after  three  days  he  was  vifited  by 
the  Emperor  on  his  way  to  the  Royal 
Palace  in  the  Fort  which  dands  in  the 
center^  of  the  City  of  Pekin.  On  the 
following  day  the  LUma  vifited  him. 
there,  and  wu  received  with  great 
pomp  and  every  mark  of  refpe6t,  in- 
fomuch  that  the  Emperor  met  him  at 
the  door,  and  taking  him  by  the 
hand  conducted  him  immediately  into 
the  private  apartments  of  the  Emprefi, 
whither  no  perfon  whatever  was.fuf* 
fered  to  attend  them.  Their  vific  to' 
the  Emprefs  laded  about  half  an  hourt' 
when  they  returned  into  public,  where 
they  fat  and  converfed  an  hour  longer, 
and  the  LAma  then  returned  to  his  owa 
houfe. 

After  feven  days  the  Emperor  har¬ 
ing  informed  the  iL«4ma  that  iK^wilbed* 
to  perform  fome  a61s  of  devotion  at  .one 
of  the  principal  Temples  of  Worffiip  in* 
the  City,  they  met  cnere  *,  and  having 
continued  in  prayer  together  for  two  or 
three  hours,  attended  and  alfided  by 
Cheengea  Gooroo  and  a  few  of  the  Li¬ 
ma's  religious  friends,  they  departed 
and  returned  %  the  Emperor  to  his  Pa¬ 
lace,  and  the  Lima  to  nis  own  houfe*. 

Several  meetings  of  thU  kind  ocedr- 
red  at  the  fame  place  of  worlhip  be¬ 
tween  the  ^peror  and  the  L4ma,  du¬ 
ring  a  period  of  fome  months,  and  it 
was  generally  the  cuftr.m  to  hare  feme 
refrefbmenu  of  fruits,  Jtc  at  the  Tern .

fetnery,  i?  a'l  fingular  a  fp'it  a<  naviga¬ 
tion  hae  difclofed  to  the  ‘Tnr|uitifivc  eye 
of  man.  Lying  in  about  i6  degree; 
tojlh  latitude,  and  fie  degree;  weft 
longitude  from  Greenwich,  pretry  ncar- 
iv  at  an  ctfual  d.ftance  from  Africa  and 
America*,  and,  though  within  the 
trop  ici,  rendered  filiibrions  and  tem¬ 
perate  by  the  trade  wind  fr^m  fourh- 
caft  \  it  i;  a  rcfidcnce  no  le!s  fcqiicf- 
f-cred  than  dclirable  to  invalid;,  and  the 
iovcra  of  nature  and  trinrniillitv.  As 
nothing  can  be  more  forbiilding  or  tre- 
xncndoMithaii  the  fir  ft  appearance  of  tfiii 
mfulatcd  rock,  on  the  other  hand,  her 
internal  charm;,  and  fuhllmc  profpcfls, 
awaken  the  furpri/c  and  *  dcligfil  the 
fiincy  of  t.hc  ftrangcr.  Erom  the  fhip;, 
a«  thty  rtoukic  the  ifland  v/ithin  piftol- 
Ihot,  to  ferure  their  anchorage  m  the 
road,  and  from  the  mad  itfolf,  an  iron- 
Ixmnd  coaft,  and  the  n.irrcw  Valley  of 
•Si.  Jamc;,  promife  Trilc  f<f  rcfrcfti- 
ment  or  ptcafure,  after  the  fatigue* 
and  latitude  ixcaftoned  by  a  long  pnf- 
fage  from  the  Kaft.

The  principal  ftreet  is  broad,  and 
not  ill  built,  having  the  church  on  one 
fide  and  the  caftle  on  the  ether,  build¬ 
ings  of  no  contemptible  fize  or 
anqe,  fronting  the  road,  it  runs  ntai 
nonh  and  Ibuth,  bv  which  dlrt^lioii  rife

About  fourteen 
acres  have  been  laid  not  with  as  much 
talle  as  advantage  ;  and  as  the  princi¬ 
pal  fccne  of  their  exertions  is  an  accli¬ 
vity  that  backs  the  huufe,  the  wondci- 
ful  creation  of  their  hands  is  in  a  con- 
Ipicmuis  point  of  view.  Here  the  exo¬ 
tic-  of  the  four  quarters  of  the  w'orid, 
tile  fruits,  and  flirubs,  and  Ibiwcrt  of 
Britain  and  China,  i>f  the  Cape  of 
Gr)od  Hope  and  the  iiUnds  of  the  P... 
ciTic  Ocean,  Houiilh  together  in  ilie 
open  air,  and  evince  the  richncTi  of  the 
Toil,  and  the  temperature  of  the  cllmat*. 
And  to  what  difulvantagc  did  this 
nurTcry  meet  our  eyr,  after  a  conrintial 
drought  for  three  years  ;  before  w'hiLh 
vegetation  failed  throughout  the  iflaiid, 
and  the  grcatcR  part  ot  their  herds  and 
flocl^s  perilhed  tor  want  of  funport  f  Ao 
this  dreadful  feourge  is  pall,  and  the 
prefent  fcafonhas  fe-t  in  with  favourable 
ihowcrs,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  fuch  a 
vifitatioii  will  not  he  renewed,  to  check 
enterprise,  aiuldcpicfs  thcetTorts  of  in- 
dulli  y,  in  a  place  where  it  is  yet  new, 
and  was,  to  appearance,  never  before 
encouraged  by  example. 

But  to  rLiiirn  to  our  fubje^.  In 
front  of  the  houfc  runs  a  gkn,  which 
his  been  planted  with  oak ,  and  chefnur, 
and  cyprcfi,  the  aborigines,  i;is  laid, 
of  the  groves  ot  St.  Hcli'na,and  through 
which  a  (\rram  winds  over  a  pebbly 
IvMtom,  and  lofes  itfcif  in  a  rckrvoir. 


where  the  waicc  is  detained  for  the 
ufc  of  the  garden.  The  eye,  overlook¬ 
ing  this  omanianted  hollow,  is  carried 
along  a  ridge  that  divides  Lemon 
Valley  from  another  of  left  repute,  and 
fettles  on  the  wide  expanfe  pf  the  At¬ 
lantic,  which  appears  to  the  Weft,  at 
the  diftance  of  nx  miles.  Nor  is  his 
furface  oftener  vexed  anddiftutbed  by 
ftorms  than  the  ifland  itfelf,  where 
thunder  ik  unknown  to  fcarc  the  placid 
tenant*  of  the  field,  or  lightning  to  rive 
the  (lately  monarch  ofjthc  woo'd }  a  happy 
circumllancc,  unrecorded  perhaps  of 
any  other  habitable  region.  I  palfcd 
two  days  in  this  dclighttul  fpot,  and  did 
not  want  the  teftimony  of  Icverul  per- 
Ton*  of  taftc,  in  company,  to  pay  tUis^ 
little  tribute  to  its  appropriate  beauties. 
To  the  S.  E.  and  dirc£lly  behind  this 
place,  lie  the  haufc  and  improvement 
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Mr.  Wf  ancham,  where  much 
his  certainly  been  done,  but  where  there 
ha  field  for  more  ui'cful  ai\i!  pidUircl'quc 
defi'ins.  The  fruit  and  kitclicn  gardens 
dil^day  the  labour  of  many  years,  and 
arc  reckoned  the  fined  on  the  iflanJ  ^ 
bur  the  grounds  around  arc  neither 
well  dreifed,  nor  'veil  laid  down  (  and 
fome  fnigular  naked  knolls  in  view 
feem  to  call  aloud  for  a  covering  of 
evcr*grecn*.  It  is  not  fair  to  cenfure 
the'abfcnt  owner  for  the  date  .of  his 
farm  j  but  it  Is  a  pity,  that  rhofe  who 
can  aB'ord  expcrlmeius  for  ihc  general 
ood,  do  not  prove  to  the  iflanders, 
nw  much  is  to  be  done  with  a  kindly 
foil,  by  a  little  cxpcncc  and  manage¬ 
ment :  and  perhaps  whiir  may  be  con- 
fidcrtd  with  diftaftc  from  a  ft  ranger 
and  faperior,  would  be ‘received  with 
pliafure,  and  adopted  with  alacrity, 
when  recommended  by  tlic  example  of 
a  native  and  compeer.  But  the  prodi¬ 
gious  prices  which  fruit  and  'egeta- 
blts  fetch  from  the  (hips  that  touch  at 
thisiftand,  of  which  nunibcr  there  have 
been  forty  Indiamen  hucc  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year,  render  them  contented 
with^thc  profits  of  their  gardens,  when 
a  fiinilar  attention  to  their  paftures 
y/ould  feed  at  leaft  treble  the  quantity 
offtock  that  they  now  fupport.  When 
we  arc  told,  however,  that  a  fmall  garden 
in  St.  James's  Valley  nets  upw,trds  of 
tool,  per  ann.  in  fruit  alone,  and  that 
Mr.  Wrangham’s  orchards  might  be 
ri^ntcd  for  200I.  our  furpriac  is  fome- 
what  abated  at  the  indolence  that  pre¬ 
vails  here.  From  tliis  fpot  fevcral  ham¬ 
lets  arc  to  be  ften,  in  romantic  and  rc- 
clufe  fuuations,  to  which  a  bridle  road 
winds  along  cafy  ard  verdant  (lopes 
through  the  extent  of  Lemon  Valliy, 
which  opens  to  the  fcaat  Horfe-pafture 
Point,  on  the  N.  W,  tide  of  the  ifhnd, 
and  difeharges  a  tine  iUcam  therein,  to 


which  (hips  frequenf^y  fend  their  long¬ 
boats  for  water,  when  the  quay  is  octu- 
ied,  as  at  prefent,  with  a  croud  of 
oats. 

We  will  now  return  to  the  gate  of 
the  Governor’s  demefne,  by  which 
runs  the  dirc<!;f  road  to  Sandy-Bay,  a 
vale,  which,  by  the  common  ronfent  of 
natives  and  (I rangers,  is  the  moft  worthy 
of  a  vifit ;  and  aftords  the  grcate(\  fcope 
to  the  fancy  and  (kill  of  the  painter,  of 
any  in  the  iftand.  It  lies  about  three 
miles  S.  of  this  gate,  and  fix  from  the 
town.  The  road  here  is  more  level 
than  before  ;  and,  running  chiefty  on  i 
rid^c,  affords  better  footing  for  horfes^ 
wh’ch,  except  (edan  chairs  for  the  el¬ 
derly  ladies,  arc  the  only  mode  of  con¬ 
veyance.  The  horfes  arc  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  Englilh  and  Arab;  thofc  from 
the  Cape  nut  poU'cHing  I'pirit  I'ufticicnt 
to  climb  and  defeend  precipices,  which 
is  their  principal  work,  with  fafety  to 
the  rider;  and  the  intrepidity  and 
(kill  with  which  the  young  damfclsof 
the  Idc  conduft  their  deeds  over  tliefc 
dangerous  heights,  is  a  matter  of  fur- 
prize  tothol'e  whorefleft  not,  that  fear, 
of  every  kind,  is  overcome  by  habit  ana 
pradfice.  And  fince  1  have  touched 
on  this  Bring,  it  may  be  allowed  me  to 
fugged,  that  this  iiland  is  better  known 
by  tile  beauty  anil  reputation  of  her  fe¬ 
males,  than  any  other  circumdance' 
whatever.  Some  have  (hone  in  courts, 
while  otlicrs  have  proved  the  ornament 
and  delight  of  private  life.  And  (hould 
the  follies  or  extravagance  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  or  two  have  done  no  credit  to 
her  native  foil,  let  not  the  Kland,  fmall 
and  iniignificant  as  it  may  appearon  the 
fcalc  of  exidence,  be  mentioned  without 
rclpcdl,  that  gave  birth  to  fuch  accom- 
plilhcd  and  edimablc  charaftert  as  a 
Lady  C-—  and  a  Mrs.  M — .

AND  PkfMATE  OF  ALL  IRELAND;  lately  decchfcd.

'■pHIS  nobleman,  immediately  defrciid- 
**  cd  froin  the  Robinfons  of  Rokeby 
in  the  North  Riding  of  the  county 
of  York,  was  born  in  1709,  and  educated 
at  Wcdinindcr  fciiooi,  from  whence 
he  was  elected  to  Chrift  Church, 
Oxford,  in  172$.  After  continuing  his 
•dudies  ilicre  the  nfual  time,  Doftor 
Blackburne,  Archbilh<»p  of  York,  aj)- 
pointed  him  his  chaplain,  and  collated 
tint  firft  to  the  rcdlory  of  Elton,  in  the 


£ad  Riding  of  Yorklhirc,  and  next  to 
the  prebend  of  Grindal,  in  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  York.  in  1 75 1  he  attended  the 
Duke  of  Dorfet,  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
ircUnd,  to  that  kingdom,  as  his  firll 
chaplain,  and  the  fame  year  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  bifhopric  of  Killala.  A 
family  connefiion  with  the  Earl  of  Hol» 
dernelftf,  who  was  Secretary  of  State 
that  year,  with  the  Earl  of  Sandwich 
and  other  noblemen  related  to  him, 
'  opened 
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cpcnrJ  the  faiicfl  profpn'^ts  of  atuln- 
to  the  hrft  di^uirv  iu  t!ic  IriHi 
church.  Accor.hn^ly  in  17 '9  he  'v.i$ 
iranflatcd  to  me  united  Ltighlln 

»u«i  Ftrus,  and  in  1761  to  ICiidaji-. 
I'hc  Duke  of  Sortliumherhnd  help;:  .■'.p- 
poiatcd  to  th<  l.icJUiMnoy  of  lr«I.\iK’ 
in  1765,  ht  "',is  advanced  to  tlie  Pii- 
rr.itv  or  Armagh,  nude  Lord  Ahnn»iir, 
and  Vicc-chanccllvr  of  the  Luivcriity  of 
Dihlin.

1  he  Primate  huili  three  ether 
churches,  and  made  ronlidtiable  repa¬ 
rations  to  Lite  cathedra!;  lie  was  illothc 
means  of  eicCtmg  a  public  inlirmary, 
contributing  •mply  to  it  himfelf ;  !m 
likcwilc  conuiuCtec!  a  publrc  library  ;u 
Ills  own  colt,  endowed  it,  and  ga\c  it 
a  large  collection  i  t  bt*cks  ;  tlic  room  is 
forty  five  feet  by  twenty-live,  and 
twenty  higli.  witii  a  gallerv  and  ap.ri-  I 
menrs  for  the  lihreruin.  T'he  town  he 
ornamented  with  a  nurktt-houle  and 
‘Ihamblcs,  and  was  the  direct  nitai.s,  bv 
giving  leaks  upon  that  condition,  o; 
almclt  new  building  the  whole  place. 

He  fjuiid  it  a  nert  ol  mud  cr.bbins,  and 
he  left  it  a  well  built  city  of  Hone  ami 
(late.  Tlvele  are  noble  and  fpirited 
works,  in  wliich  the  Primate  expended 
not  Icfs  than  thirty  ihoufand  pound;.. 
Had  this  lum  been  laid  out  in  improving 
.a  paternal  edate,  even  then  they  would 
be  deferving  great  praife,  l>ut  it  is  not 
for  his  pottcriiy  but  the  public  good 
iliit  Ills  CUacc  was  lb  munificent.  A 
medal  was  ftruck  bv  the  ingenious 
William  MolTo^a  of  Dublin,  which  has 
on  one  fide  the  head  of  the  Primate,  iii- 
fenhed  “  Kicliard  Robinfon,  Damn 
Pakeby,  Loid  I’rimatcof  all  Ireland.’’

'T'llE  Bill  rejpeeling  Trials  in  Cafes  of 
being  earned  in  the  HouTc  of 
Lords  by  a  conAderablc  majority,  and 
principally  through  the  zeal,  perfpi- 
cuity,  and  chujuence  »>t  Lord  Camden, 
was  one  of  thofe  circumlfances  wliich 
was  propitious  to  the  political  charailcr 
of  this  illuftrious  nobleman. 

It  feemed  to  be  a  principle  laid  down 
fincc  Lord  Raymond’s  time,  who  was 
created  ChiefJiilVice  of  the  King’s  Bench 
in  17^4,  “Tliat  in  ail  prtKceuings  relative 
to  Trials  for  Libels,  the  Jurors  were 
'only  to  he  judges  of  the  falL  whilft  the 
queliion  of  was  left  to  the  Court.” 
Lord  C'^JTtden  from  the  earlieft  days  of 
his  profelVional  life  combated  this  doc¬ 
trine  upon  conlVuutional  grounds,  and 
in  the  cafe  of  Owen  the  book  feller  (new 
above  forty  years  ago)  he  enforced  fo 
eloquently  this  axiom,  “  that  Juries 
were  judges  of  law,  as  well  as  the  fa6t,” 
that  the  jury,  under  all  the  cireuin- 
ftanecs  of  the  calc,  and  feeling  them- 
I'clvcs  inveftcd  with  that  authority  which 
w’as  fn  ably  laid  down  as  their  undoubt¬ 
ed  right,  acquitii d the  Defendant. 

We  have  already  taken  notice  tiiai 
it  WL*  this  acc^uitial  vvhich  was  one  of 
the  f.rft  occalions  of  drawing  out  his 
Lord.liip's  great  abilit  ts  to  public 
view  ;  and  this  Jo^rine  not  being  tlic 
refult  of  a  tew/>oratjf  advice  to  a  client, 
but  a  confirmed  princif'le  of  bis  ov'n^  he 
enforced  and  defended  it  in  all  the  high 
nations  of  life  he  paiTcd  through,  never 
once  (hrinkin;:  from  it,  but  often  call- 
mg  on  fomc  of  the  moft  lelpedtabic 
fages  of  the  law,  who  held  the  contrary 
dodlrinc,  to  meet  him  upon  the  ground 
of  public  difeufTron.  How. happy  then 
it  was  for  his  Lordlhip’s  pcacc  of  mind, 
how  gratifying  to  the  ir.tcreft  he  ever 
took  in  the  ror.ftiiution  of  his  country, 
as  well  as  how  flattering  to  his  earlicR 
principles,  to  have  this  his  favourite 
opinion  at  laft  fandlioncd  by  an  .Adi  of 
Parliament,  and  principally  through 
hit  means. — He  fcemingly  wanted  but  * 
Vot.XXVT. 


this  to  crown  3  long  life  cf  honour  an! 
integrity,  and  to  enable  him  to  fing  in 
unifon  with  old  Simeon — “  Lord,  now 
Ictrcll  thou  thy  fervant  depart  in  peace.” 

From  the  moment  that  the  Libel  Bill 
received  the  fandlion  of  Royal  autho¬ 
rity  (which  he  regularly  attended 
through  all  the  iVagcs  of  its’ prog  refs 
through  the  Houfe)  he  never  afterwardt 
appeared  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords.— It 
was  the  climax  of  his  political  life,  and 
lie  contented  himfclf  with  performing 
his  duty  as  Pitfidcnt  <»f  the  Council, 
which  he  regularly  attended  whenever 
his  growing  infirmities  would  permit 
htm.  About  a  year  before  his  death  lie 

agiirt  lolicited  his  Sovereign  to  rcfiFii _ 

hat  as  his  Lordlhiji’s  Tiiiiid  was  fully 
cv-npctciu  to  the  difcliarge  of  that  liigh 
office,  his  Majcfty  was  graciouflv  plcaf- 
td  to  Rcquaiiu  him,  “  that  he  claimed 
a  continuation  of  his  fcrviccs  whilft 
was  fo  well  able  to  perform  them.’* 

In  this  interval  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  every  indn!g<  ncc  was  fnewn  liim 
that  was  polhblc.  Councils  were  often 
prcvioiilly  held  at  hi^  houle,  and  drautrhts 
of  deliberations  fent  him  down  into  the 
country,  wlicre  hr  for  the  moft  part  rc- 
fulcd  in  the  domcrtic  enjoyments  of  his 
family,  wlioiM  he  always  attended  to 
with  parental  and  a.feaionatc  attach¬ 
ment.  I'inding  liis  health  viftbly  dc- 
creafe,  about  the  beginning  of  .the  year 
1794,  Im  was  removed  from  Can, den- 
placc  in  Kent  (hi>  countiv  ft  at)  to  liis 
town  rcfid.nce  in  Mi:i.ftrcVr,  Bcrkley- 
Iquare  ;  where  giadually  declining, 
more  through  the  prclfiirc  cf  old  age 
than  any  immediate  diforder,  be  died 
at  the  advanced  age  cf  ctghiy-one,  on 
rriday  the  lith  of  April  1794. 

To  review  even  the  prominent  fea¬ 
tures  cf  a  charadlcr  fo  able,  fo  honeft* 
loadtive  and  fo  diftir.gur.hcd,  would  be 
too  cxtenfiyc  for  the  prefent  ffictch  : 
indeed  it  is  almuft  iiRnccclTary,  as  l;is 
anions  arc  too  frclh  in  the  recolItaLii 
of  his  countrymen  to  be  recited,  and 
their  eftedls  too  lafting  and  conftitu- 
tityial  to  be  ever  forgotten.

the  bar— his  pcrfcveraocc-iu  the  fame

lots  of  his  high  office— his  uncealmg  et-

in  calcs  of  Lihcl,  particularly  the  laft 
f'plciulid  exertion  of  his  eloquence  (at 
tiie  great  age  of  ilvtatv-ninc),  when 
the  favourite  d  rinc  of  his  life  became 
the  law  of  the  land — wlicn  tlufc  great 
anions  ate  recolledtcd,  together  with  his 
uniform  attachment  to  the  ConiVitution 
upon  all  occ.ifions,  every  Knglilhman 
nuirt  acknowledge  him  as  the  faithful 
guardian  of  their  rnjhts  and  lilicrtics. 

He  contr.illcd  his  public  life  witfi  l\icli 
an  integrity  and  amiablt  nci's  of  manners 
in  private  life,  as  retUrted  credit  on 
l>oth.  In  the  circle  of  liis  friends  he 
was  nleakiiit,  tafy,  and  communicative, 
eircfully  avoiding  citlicr  tlic  iazon'r  ut 
the  but  mingling  in  the  con- 

verlation  with  every  degree  of  livclincfs 
iif  gravity  fuitablc  to  the  I'ubjeCf. 
Amongfi  other  companions  of  wit  and 
humour,  he  was  ilie  intimate  friend  of 
Garrick,  and  fre»]utnily  bMUna^tU with 
that  great  a^or,  not  only  at  the  table, 
but  on  fcvtral  cxcurlions  in  and  about 
tliis  metropolis,  which  not  only  atVordtd 
prefent  merriment,  hut  prefented  fccncs 
t>f  nature  not  unl»ccommg  the  gravity 
I  and  obfer  vat  ions  of  philofophy. 

PoffefTcd  of  thcl'c  great  and  various 
qualities,  he  was  as  it  were  the  center 
«*f  a  widc-lprcad  and  illuftrious  friend- 
ihip.  He  wus  eonfultcd  upon  all  occa- 
lions  by  his  friends  in  tome  of  the  mud 
momentous  aidions  of  their  lives  ;  and 
his  Lordlhip's  facility,  as  well  as  Ikill, 
in  giving  his  advice,  attached  him  more 
to  their  veneration  of  his  chara6^er. 
We  have  heard  many  indanccs  of  this, 
and  (hall  give  one  as  a  fpccimen  :  it 
was  in  the  cafe  of  an  opinion  aflted  him 
by  a  nobleman  of  high  rank  and  didin- 
guiihcd  talents,  relative  to  the  education 
of  his  fon : — it  was  done  impromptu^ 
at  table,  when  after  ibmc  hclitation 
I  Lord  Camden  cxprcdedhiinrclf  in  nearly 

I  the  following  words  • 

I  “In  rcfuc^l  to  any  particular  mode  of 

education,  nc  faid,  it  wasimpotribic  rode- 
cidc.  To  far  as  to  fay  which  way  may  be 
the  btd — it  mud  hr  varied  according 
to  the  rank,  the  temper,  and  the  fitua- 
tfoni  of  the  chtldreo.  There  was  one

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general  rule,  which  he  thought  fcldom 
failed  of  producing  falutary  effc^s,  and 
that  was  the  example  of  parents, 
Cliildrcn  arc  apt  to  look  up  to  them  in 
early  life,  from  a  variety  of  concurring 
circumdances,  as  the  models  for  every 
thing:— a  proper  behaviour  tlicrcfore 
diould  always  be  fupported  on  the  fule 
of  the  parents,  and  leading  principle^ 
fo  drongly  inculcated,  that  when  the 
root  is  properly  driick,  there  will  be 
no  cradieating  it  ever  afterwards. 

“  As  plai.is  receive  their  nutriment 
from  the  ail  and  water  which  furrounJ 
them,  fo  children  willlikcwifc  partake 
of  thofc  early  habits,  cudonis,  and 
modes  of  tliiuking,  praftifed  by  thofc 
whom  they  ire  in(\ru£Ied  both  by  na¬ 
ture  and  rdi^iou  to  love  and  refpe^, 
“This  fptcies  of  education  ihould  not 
come  altogether  by  precept^  it  Ihould  he 
infufeJ  by  couverjlitioyt^  and  fcemingly 
accident:! — fo  that  the  character,  when

We  do  not  mean  to  give  the  pre- 
cife  words  in  which  his  Lordfliip  deli¬ 
vered  himfelf  upon  this  occafion  :  we 
only  mean  to  fay  this  was  the  fuhjiar.ce^ 
wliich  we  had  from  \  gentleman  pre¬ 
fent,  and  which  ftruck  him  info  forci¬ 
ble  a  manner,  that  he  repeated  it  in 
the  order  we  have  fet  down. 

Lord  Camden  has  frequently  been 
compared  to  Ltrd  Somers,  as  perhaps 
the  only  Chancellor,  whom  from  fimi- 
lariiy  of  pcrfoual  habits,  talents,  and 
circumdances,  he  neared  rcfemblcd. 
How  far  this  opinion  mav  be  founded, 
^  will  bed  be  judged  of,  bv  attending  to 
the  particulars  of  both  cfiaraftcrs,  and 
which  we  have  attempted  to  Ikctch 
in  the  following  parallel. 

Nature  feems  to  take  delight  in  all 
ages  to  produce  thofc  men,  who,  from 
their  talents  aud  integrity,  are  able  to

In  1708  L(>rd  burners  was  made  Pre- 
fidcntoftlic  Council,  and  bv  his  ad¬ 
vice  andl'pirited  dire^fion,  lhared  in  all 
the  vittories  of  the  great  l^uke  of 
Marlborough;  vidfories  whicli  raifed 
1*  ntil  uid  to  the  higheft  pinnacle  of  glorv, 
anti  w  ill  ever  remain  as  records  of  her 
military  and  political  abilities.  Howas 
ri  moved  to  make  wav  fi  r  a  Tory  Mi- 
niury  in  1710,  and  hit;  infirmities  fomc 
tune  after  rendtiiig  him  unfit  for  any 
other  lituation  tb.an  afeatat  the  Councif- 
I'able,  on  the  accelfion  of  George  the 
bull,— he  died  fuddenly,  full  of  age 
and  lionours. 

Lord  Camden  was  liktwifc  made 
rrclident  ol  the  Coiintil,  many  years 
alter  his  being  Lord  Chancellor  of 
England  ;  and  it  is  but  tairnels  to  at¬ 
tribute  many  of  the  fignal  advantages 
which  this  nation  has  derived  uiukr 
Mr.  Pitt's  adininilf rat’on,  to  the  long 
experience  and  known  wildmn  of 
tiic  Prtlidcnt.  A  change  in  admini- 
ft ration  once  ejected  Lord  C.amdcn 
from  this  high  lituation  ;  but  another 
change  fm»n  after  replaced  him,  wlierc 
he  continued  to  the  hour  of  his  death, 
dilcharging  the  duiits  of  an  able  and 
faiihliii  Ifatefman. 

Thus  far  we  have  drawn  the  para’Iel 
between  thofc  two  great  men  in  tl.tir 
political  nHtons\  wc  fiiall  now  detain 
our  readers  a  little  longer,  in  drawing 
it  between  their  •uritm^s;  togetficr 
with  a  general  ablfra^  of  their  rcfptc* 
lire  charadfen.

writings,  though  wc  have  not  the  ab- 
folute  auihoriiy  of  his  Lord jhi p’s  name 
to  an),  vtl  upon  the  heft  founded  re¬ 
port,  hoihofine  public  and  his  nrioft 
particular  and  political  friends,  the 
much  admired  Litter  *\Upon  Cicncral 
W  arrants,  and  tiic  Seizure  of  Bapers,’’ 
logetlier  w:ih  that  mallerly  diTencc  of 
tile*  Rights  of  tile  Freeholders  cf 
England,  entitled,  “  A  fair  Trial,  &c.” 
art  aferibed  to  his  Lordlhip’s  pen.  IIis 
Lordiiiijx,  wc  liear,  was  like  wife  not 
infcnfiulc  to  the  cliarms  of  poetry*  and 
fuineiimes  amufed  himlelf  in  this  line  ; 
but  none  of  liis  pieces  were  ever  pub- 
liihcil. 

We  now  haden  to  an  ahftraft  of  the 
general  characters  of  iliele  two  illultri- 
rus  men.  Jn  rcfptCt  to  Lord  Scniers, 
we  will  partly  take  it  from  a  cotempo- 
rary  hiltorian,  who,  from  an  opportu¬ 
nity  (if  pcrfonally  knowing  him,  muft 
have  greater  opportunities  of  giving  liis 
cluraCtcr  in  detail.  “  lie  was,'*’'  fays 
liilhop  Burnet,  “  very  learned  in  his 
own  protclhon,  with  a  great  deal  more 
learning  in  other  proftlfions  j  in  divi- 
imy,  philofopiiy,  and  hidory.  He  had 
a  great  capacity  for  bufincfs,  with  an 
extraordinary  temper  j  for  he  was  fair 
^ad  gentle,  perhaps  to  a  fault,  confi- 


dcrlngliis  pod  ;  \'o  tl.al  !'.c  h^d  all  the 
p.uicncc  and  foUncl'*,  as  wdl  as  the 
jtidicc  and  ccjuiiy,  becoming  a  great 
inagiftrate.” 

A  noble  writer  of  our  own  timet  * 
C'ilis  I'.im  “  one  of  thole  divine  men, 
wlio,  like  a  chapel  in  a  p.tlace,  remains 
iinprof.incd,  whild  all  the  rcii  is  tyran¬ 
ny,  corruption,  and  folly.  All  the 
tiaditional  accounts  of  him,  the  hido- 
1  iar.s  of  the  lad  age  and  its  lied  authors, 
nprefent  him  as  the  mod  incorrupt 
lawyer  and  the  honcdcll  datefman, 
as  a  madcr  orator,  a  genius  of  the  fined 
lade,  ami  as .  a  patriot  of  the  nublcd 
and  mod  exrenfivc  views;  as  a  man  who 
dil'penftd  blcdings  by  liii  life,  and 
planned  ttuun  for  poderiry.” 

Of  all  the  grtai  lawyers  of  his  own 
tinir,  l.oid  Camden  fecmcil  topo.Tcfsihc 
hiehcll  reputation;  n'»T  pci  haps  fo  much 
from  il»c  mere  lupcri^r  knowledge  of 
the  profeliion,  as  for  the  liberal  and 
manly  nfe  of  it  when  applied  to  the  fup* 
port  and  invedigation  of  our  mod  ex¬ 
cellent  Condiiurion.  He  pofTciied  this 
confidence  ot  the  public  very  early  in 
his  profeii'i'-nal  life  ;  and,  wlial  is  not 
often  the  calc,  it  increafed  through  all 
the  gradations  (►f  rdicc ;  as  Attorney* 
General,  Clnct  Judice  of  the  Common 
Pleas  and  a!|  Lord  High  Cliancclior  of 
England. 

He  had,  like  Lord  Somers,  a  great 
capacity  for  bufincfs,  whicli  he  favv 
ritroiigli  with  (|uicknefs  and  prctifion, 
.at  ilie  lanu*  time  that  hcpolfelled  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  e(|uaiity  of  temper,  which 
permitted  liim  to  gotlirough  it  (when 
nectlfarv)  vvith  patience  and  delibera¬ 
tion.  He  was  a  vefy  able  fpcaker, 
both  in  the  Courts  and  in  I'atliament, 
rather  clofc  and  lf>gical  than  dorid  or 
oratorical ;  but  liis  manner,  as  well  as 
his  matter,  always  claimed  the  drifted 
attention.  He  iiad  befide  t'uis  fingular 
felicity  in  fpenking,  that  the  audience 
always  felt  him  to  be  in  rarnejl^  and  as 
fucli  were  gentrally  ptrfuadctl  by  tliQ 
power  of  his  difeourfe. 

He  attached  himfcif  v»’ith  great  fin- 
ccrity  to  his  political  friends,  and  he 
had  the  good  fortune  to  find  thefe 
friends  w  orthy  of  his  choice.  We  have 
already  noticed  liis  connexion  wirh 
Lbrd  Chfuiitm,  and  tiiat  connexion 
continued  unbroken  and  unimpaired  10 
the  death  of  tliat  illudrious  nobleman, 
condantiv  fupporting  him  in  all  hit 
great  political  druggies  for  liberty,  and 
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p;tinr  fvfry  culogium  to  his  n^fmory 
tLif  fuch  virtue  abtl»:ici  iltlci  vcii. 

In  ail  the  ^rcat  poliiicnl  clu  cf 
h\s  time,  l.oiil  Cnmdcn  wjs  always 
Itaunch  to  Ins  party.  i;oinj;  into  oflicc 
and  retirin’;  from  oiiue  with  thoi'c 
men  whom  he  though?  belt  c^hul.titd, 
iy  their  integrity  and  r.bi!it:cs,  toltvvc 
the  courtry:  and  thi'.  rtomaiion  for 
JUaJiuefS  io  rounded  lii’i  th.irartcr, 
which  was  full  of  integrity  to  the 
ration,  and  candour  to  individuals, 
that  li  e  illihcrallty  of  parry  never 


eliaradlcr  ;  which  nuy  he  mentioned  at 
a  rare  inftance  of  ilridl  jufticc  done  a 
gnat  ftaicfman  during  nis  own  life- 
time. 

To  enter  into  a  farther  detail  of  a  life 
foadivc,  To  able,  and  lo  diliinguiiiicd, 
would  be  as  ui)ncceHary,astoo  cxtcnhve, 
for  the  prclcnt  fKetch  :  his  adlions  arc 
too  freln  in  the  reeolledlion  of  ihc 
country  to  be  for;;ottcn.  He  will  ever 
live  in  the  remembrance  of  Englilhmcn, 
as  the  faithful  guardian  ot  tireir  tights 
and  liberties.

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Knglifti  writers  hath  given  a  falfc 
colouring  to  many  partsof  his  inimitable 
Hiftory.  It  murt  be  a  very  feeble  or  a 
miferaDly  darkened  mind  that  would 
embrace  a  fingle  article  of  the  Pagan 
creed  as  an  objc^I  of  faith.  Yet  1  have 
lately  feen  a  deep  philofophical  difquifi- 
tion,  in  which  the  author  I’ecms  to  pro- 
fefs  himfclf  a  convert  to  Paganifm. 

To  purl\ic  my  fuhjc£t — I  cannot 
help  obferving,  that  boys  arc  even 
obliged  to  adopt  a  train  of  falfe  opinions 
and  ideas,  whether  they  are  difpofed  to 
rcflc6tion  or  not,  while  mailers  feem 
Audioudy  and  painfully  to  inculcate 
into  their  minds  a  defective  morality 
and  a  vicious  polytheifm.  1  fliall  par¬ 
ticularize  one  glaring  inAance  of  par¬ 
tiality  for  hcatticn  ethics,  as  exemplilicd 
by  heathen  char.iflcrs.  The  prepoAev 
rous  Veneration  with  which  the  Pagans 
arc  regarded  w'ill  appear  in  the  compo- 
firion  of  themes,  it  I'eems  to  be  an  clla- 
blilhcd  rule  in  theme-writing,  to  draw 
every  obfervation  and  example  from 
heathen  foiirccs,  nor  ever  to  admit  into 
the  compofuion  a  feniimcnt  or  a  cha¬ 
nger  from  the  Gofpel.  The  irration¬ 
ality  of  this  rule  cannot  he  fufficicntly 
expofed.  In  favour  of  it,  I  have  never 
heard  a  reafon  advanced  which  defervts 
a  moment’s  attention.  Archdeacon 
Paley  hath  intimated,  that  nocthiesare 
finllhcd  without  the  Ch.riftian  difpenfa- 
tion.  In  the  old  morality,  there  was 
much  falfc  opinion,  much  ambiguity, 
many  wide  chafms,  many  defeats  ?  The 
ChriAian  ethics  weredefigned  to  corre£l 
the  errors  of  the  Pagan — to  dilfipatc  the 
obfeurity — to  difeharge  the  blcmiflics — 
to  fupply  the  deficiencies — to  purify  and 
iMirfcdt  the  whole.  The  true  fyAcm 
of  morals,  therefore,  is  really  infcparabic 
from  ChriAianiry.  Our  ideas  of  the 
four  Cardinal  Virtues  by  no  means  co¬ 
incide  with  thofe  of  the  philofophcrs. 
Our  motives  to  virtue  arc  very  dinerent 
Irom  theirs.  ChriAianiiy  hath  intro¬ 
duced,  in  fa£l,  new  virtues  into  the 
lyAem,  which  have  thrown  a  foftening 
iuAre  over  the  old.  Take,  for  inftance, 
the  FortltNu'e  of  Regulus,  and  introduce 
her  to  St.  Paul.  She  aiTumcs,  at  once,  a 
new  Aiapc  :  Ihc  appears  in  a  light  which  a 
heathen  could  never  have  contemplated. 
With  the  Roman,  Aic  borrowed  her 
fupponfrom  InAcxibility,  Difdain,  and 
Pride  :  with  the  ApoAle,  Aie  was 
luAained  by  Paticnoe,  Refignation,  and 
Humility.  Roman  and  ChriAian  For¬ 
titude  are  two  oppofite  characters.  To 
^ipcCl  a  boy,  therefore,  to  adhere  only 
the  morals  of  Socrates  or  Seneca,  and 


blame  him  for  the  flighteA  reference  to 
thofe  of  ChriA,  fetms  to  carry  with  it  a 
degree  of  profanenefs.  To  this  charge, 
however,  few  fchoolmaAcrs,  I  fear,  cia 
plead  not  guilty.  VVhatmuA  a  fchonl- 
boy  think  of  ChriAianiiy,  thus  excluded 
from  hib  thoughts  ?  VV^hai  muA  he  think, 
if  he  have  any  ideas  at  all,  of  the  cenfure 
that  reprobates  the  lead  allufioii  to  his 
religion  ?  If  he  implicitly  rely  on  his 
mailer’s  judgment,  is  it  a  wonder  that 
Ive  entertains  degrading  feniiments  uf 
the  faith  in  Jefus  ? 

There  is  another  fault  in  the  pradice 
of  many  fchools,  to  which  1  cannot  but 
objcCl.  Y oung  Gentlemen  arc  not  only 
obliged  to  read,  on  their  firA  initiation 
into  the  I.atin  language,  a  great  deal  of 
abfurd  and  impious  fiSion,  andtoexcr- 
eife  tlicir  minds  full  foon,  by  drawing 
out  into  compofition  the  falfc  fentiment 
they  are  continually  imbibing  )  but  in 
many  feminaries  of  education  they  are 
compelled  to  turn  aClors,  that  they  may 
actjuirc,  I  fuppofe,  a  theatric  air,  anil 
(what  is  worfc)  they  are  abfolutrly 
called  upon  to  pcrfonatc  vicious  charac¬ 
ters.  This  lalt  circumilancc  is,  doubt- 
Icfs,  a  moA  (liamcful  indccorun,  which 
cannot  be  too  fevercly  cenfured.  I'hc 
jicentioufnefs,  for  iuAance,  which  per¬ 
vades  the  Eunuch  of  Terence,  inuft 
furcly  operate  to  inAame  the  corrupt 
appetites  of  our  nature.  To  familiarize 
young  people,  therefore,  to  fuch  a  play, 
by  obliging  them  to  commit  it  to  memory 
and  reprefentit,  hath  fomiich  the  afpert 
of  feduftion,  that  one  Ihould  hardly 
believe  the  circiimAancc  to  exiA  in  jl 
ChriAian  country,  under  the  fan^tionof 
grave  and  reverend  Divines.  Stich» 
however,  is  the  cafe.  I  need  not  en¬ 
deavour  to  prove  a  fa^  fo  notorious  by 
any  particular  notice  of  fchools  or 
fchoolmaAcrs.  Let  us  look,  f**r  a  few 
minutes,  into  the  play  itfclf.  1  n  almoA 
every  fccnc  wc  have  an  unrcAraincid 
exhibition  of  licentious  indulgence. 
The  principal  chrraflcr  communicate! 
with  his  voluptuous  Thais.  Wc  view 
him  in  full  polTcfiion  of  his  miArcfs. 
A  rape  is  committed  behind  the  fccnes. 
The  ra\  ilher  relates  his  Aory.  And,  in 
Ih<irt,  inAead  of  any  ferious  morality  tot 
countcrail  the  ill  eflfc^s  of  fuch  tranf- 
aflions,  wc  arc  prefented  with  the  moA 
^cctous  and  impc'fing  arguments  in  de¬ 
fence  of  fcnfualitv  and  debauchery. 
Let  the  maAcr  of  WcftminAcr  or  Eton, 
or  anyoihcrfcminary  of  polite  literature, 
whether  confeious  of  having  introduced 
the  practice  I  have  reprobated  or  not, 
confidcr  the  following  poiTage  from  the

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Eunucu  (and  the  rcf^  is  in  the  fame 
ftra'm),  and  decide  on  the  propriety  ct' 
its  being  imprefled  on  the  memories  ot 
boys,  and  aHociated  with  tliofr  impure 
ideas  and  heated  affe<‘.lions  which  now 
begin  to  Ihcvv  themfelvcs,  an;‘  the  in¬ 
dulgence  of  which,  at  I'o  critical  a  I'cafon, 
may  determine  their  future  coaiadcrs 
in  life  :

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DESCRIPTION  OF  A  SINGULAR  LITTLE  ANIMAL.

IN  latitude  fifteen  decrees  South,  and 
fifteen  det'recs  Eaft  longitude,  we 
fell  fn  with  this  very  curious  and  beau¬ 
tiful  inhabitant  of  the  fca.  Our  atten¬ 
tion  was  firft  attrafted  by  a  great  quan¬ 
tity  of  yellow  drift  or  Icuin  upon  the 
furface  of  the  water,  at  a  diftance  not 
unlike  dry  chaff,  or  the  down  of  yellow 
leaves,  carried  out  by  the  run  of  a  river. 
Our  fcamen  at  firft  g^ve  it  the  name  of 
•tvbafrs  /pawn  \  but  on  drawing  up  a 
bucket  of  this  difcolourcd  water,  we 
were  much  pleafed  and  furprized  to 
find  that  this  floating  matter  was  made 
up  of  an  afTcmblagc  of  a  fmall,  beauti¬ 
ful,  pcUucid,  gelatinous  fpecics  of  fifb, 
or  vermes,  of  an  oblong,  fphcroidical 
figure,  in  dimenGons  about  9 -tenths  of 
an  inch  long,  and  about  2 -thirds  of  its 
length  in  circumference.  On  the  firll 
view  of  it  we  thought  it  a  fpecics  of 
the  MeJufi ;  but  on  a  more  attentive 
examination,  there  appears  fome  rcatun 
to  coivGJcr  this  little  hlh  as  an  animal 
fui  which,  as  far  as  I  know, 

has  not  been  deferibed.  From  the  mi- 
naicncfs  and  exquifitencfs  of  iis  parts  ; 
from  its  fingular  tranfparcncy  wtiile  in 
the  water,  and  its  immediate  change  of 
fhape  when  removed  from  its  native  clc- 
tnciit ;  it  is  difficult  to  convey  a  clear 
idea  of  this  Gngular  pr<»du^i«n  to  a 
perfon  who  has  not  feen  it.  The  pen¬ 
cil  of  Sir  Archibald  Campbell  has  fuc- 
cccdcd  belter,  and  exhibits  a  very  ac¬ 
curate  and  difliiidl  view  of  it ;  yet  the 
perfcfV  tranfparcncy  of  the  *vejUu,u^ 
which  is  fo  pellucid  that  not  the  leaft 
trace  of  ibadc  is  to  be  feen  in  the  com- 
pofuion,  makes  it  impolfible  to  repre- 
Icnt  this  property  by  the  flneft  draw- 
Ing.  The  following  defeription  may 
perhaps  make  the  rcfcmblancc  of  the 
drawing  to  the  original  better  under¬ 
flood. 

This  animal  is  a  fmal!  crooked  worm, 
its  extreme  par:s  almoft  meeting,  of  a 
yellow ilh  colour,  about-  two  lines 
(12.1  inch  Paris)  in  length,  placed  in 
the  center  of  a  fpiicrlcal  peiia  or  Ihicld, 
of  a  tranfparcnt  gelajinous  fubflance, 
about  three  lines  in  diameter,  and  tound 
the  edges  with  a  double  row  of  white 
bead-fbaped  knobs,  and  two  fine  long 
tapering  tentacula:^  thicker  near  the 
root,  and  tapering  out  to  fmall  threads, 
ftbout  half  an  inch  long.  Annexed  to 
/A/f ,  which  'I  conceive  to  be  the  hodj  of. 
the  animal,  is  a  ^pellucid, 'flexible  ve- 
Vol.  XXVI. 
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ficula  of  the  mod  delicate,  membraneous 
texture,  ab<iut  3-4ihs  of  an  inch  lung, 
which  expands  and  collapfes  like  arte¬ 
rial  pulfations,  as  it  puflies  itfclf  along 
in  the  water,  and  by  this  a£Iion  its 
motion  feems  to  be  produced.  Within  - 
this  Gne,  filmy  vencula,  are  inclofcd 
four  or  more  feries  of  fmall  longitudi¬ 
nal  Gbres,  which  begin  and  terminate  at 
the  extremities  :  a  few  flill  Gner  and 
lefs  perceptible  fibres  crofs  the  others 
in  direction  of  ribs.  The  extremity  of 
the  vcGculais  furnillied^with  a  mouth  cr 
opening  ;  and  alfu  in  the  convexity  be¬ 
hind  the  Ihicld,  where  iht  body  of  the 
animal  is  placed,  is  another  aperture 
with  a  valve  fomewhat  finallcr.  In 
fwimming,  the  end  where  is  the  largclt 
aperture  or  mouth,  advances  Grll,  and 
the  tentacula  or  horns,  which  arc  ex¬ 
tended  from  the  other  or  hinder  extre¬ 
mity,  feem  to  be  of  no  other  ufe  than 
to  balance  or  ftcady  the  motion  of  the 
veficula  as  it  afeends  and  defeends.  The 
franfparcncy  is  fo  great,  and  the  fine- 
nefsof  the  him  fo  extraordinary,  ihar 
it  was  not  in  everv  poGtion  that  the 
eye  could  diftinguim  the  parts.  They 
were  heft  feen  in  a  narrow  glafs  or 
plate  floating  in  fome  of  the  water  in 
which  they  were  drawn  up.  Over  the 
extremity  of  the  hinder  parr,  and  be¬ 
tween  the  tcntiuuLey  with  fome  diffi¬ 
culty  we  could  perceive  a  beautiful, 
tranfparcnt,  convex,  membraneous  co¬ 
ver,  which  had  fomething  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  very  Gne  tranfparcnt  cryfta! 
bead.  The  yellow  fpot  in  the  middle, 
reprefented  in  a  folding  poGtion,  we 
conceive  to  be  properly  the  vermes,  or 
little  animal }  the  middle  or  place  of  its 
bending  is  outward,  and  its  head  and 
tail  arc  nearly  together  within  the  zone, 
and  the  convexity  of  the  Gne  membrane 
forming  a  ihicld  for  it,  fomething  like 
a  fmall  canopy,  terminating  at  the  cir- 
cunifcrcnce  of  the  radii,  and  clofcly  con- 
nc^Icd.with  the  other  part  of  the  blad¬ 
der  or  membrane.  1  have  mentioned, 
that  the  vcGcula  in  the  water  1^  lo  pel¬ 
lucid,  that  it  Is  not  cafy  for  the  eye  a’* 
ways  to  difeover  it ;  but  on  neing 
brought  out  of  the  water  it  inflantly 
lofcs  that  property,  and  aifumes  the 
ccnGflcncy  of  nnc  clear  condenfed  jelly, 
pcrfeflly  palpable,  and  full  as  material 
to  the  touch  and  eye  as  jelly.  The 
progrefsof  the  vermes  is  evidently  cauf- 
ed  and  produced  by  the  a^ion  of  ths 
X  X 
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veficulA,  which  coUapfcs  and  expands 
like  a  pair  of  bellows  ;  and  the  animal 
teems  condantly  employed  in  afeending 
to  the  furface  and  dclcending  under  wa¬ 
ter.  It  rife*  in  an  oblique  direction  to 
the  furf^are  of  the  water,  where  it  takes 
in  its  dock  of  frefh  air,  and  defeends  ; 
and  when  that  ftock  is  expended  or 
phlogiflicated,  it  returns  and  throws  it 
out,  being  no  longer  fit  for  the  porpofc 
i  f  refpiration,  before  it  receives  a  frefh 
(upply  of  refpirable  air,  1  watched  its 
motion  with  great  attention,  and  think 
that  1  am  correct  in  this  part  of  my  de- 
Icription.  The  air  it  throws  out  docs 
not  immediately  mix  with  the  atmof- 
phcric  air,  but  Itands  in  a  bubble  or  fine 
air  hell,  like  a  linall  tranl'parcnt  bead 
nn’ihe  I'urfacc.  1  touched  one  of  thefc 
hells  with  a  pin,  and  it  immediately 
hurrted  :  I  obferv  ed,  on  voiding  its  phlo- 
gifticared  air  it  collapfcd,  and  extended 
itfclf  ontaking  in  its  fupply.  I  obferved 
I’tvcral  of  them  in  their  motions  with 
my  watch,  and  found  they  fcldom  ftaid 
longer  under  water  than  two  minutes 
and  a  hall  before  they  came  on  the  fur- 
face  for  frefh  air.  Perhaps  after  (land¬ 
ing  feme  time  in  a  confined  quantity  of 
water,  the  water  bt'comcs  putrid  and 
difeafed,  and  thereby  obliges  them  to 
have  rccourfc  to  frefh  air  more  fre- 


part  prcfcntly  difTolvcs,  rimning  off  \u 
a  clear  tranfparcnt  fluid  ;  and  the  gruffer 
or  more  denfe  parts,  fuch  as  the 
interior  fibres,  arc  dried  up  into  a  kind 
of  fait,  w  hich  rubs  dry  between  the  fiii- 
gers  like  fine  powder.  This JLeUion  ad¬ 
heres  to  the  glafs  with  tenaaty^  and  can 
only  be  rubbed  off  with  the  finger.  In 
the  bucket  of  water  a  quantity  of  fm«]l 
yellow  matter,  like  the  floating  down  of 
the  fmallefl  yellow  flower,  proceeded 
from  the  infeft  and  fwam  on  the  fur- 
face.  I  cannot  fpcak  w'fth  certainty  .to 
their  being  luminous  v  but  from  the 
appearance  of  thofe  1  kept  in  a  tum¬ 
bler,  although  the  gelatinous  part  was 
confumed,  1  am  inrtiued  to  think  they 
arc.  There  is  allb  a  reprefentation  of 
an  affemblagcof  fmallcr  ones  in  No.  lo. 
which  were  inclofcd  in  a  ftill  finer  co¬ 
ver,  not  always  perceptible  to  the  eye  : 
they  rofe  and  Jefeended  more  frc(|ucntlv 
than  the  vermes  above  deferibed,  but  I 
could  not  difeover  in  them  the  a^^ion  of 
throwing  out  water  and  taking  in  frefh, 
from  the  difficulty  we  had  in  difeover- 
ing  the  fine  membraneous  cover  on  it» 
approach  to  the  furface  of  the  water. 
In  iht  hgurc  No.  2,  there  were  ten  of 
the  little  animals  attached  or  adhering 
to  one  another,  and  inclofcd  in  an  oblong 
covering.  I  could  not  difeover  that

ftrous  of  knowing.”  This  eulogium 
will  not  be  generally  afTcntcd  to,  as  we 
know  many  rcTpc^-tablc  antiquaries  who 
confidtr  Sir  Richard’s  work  as  fcanry 
and  fupcrficial.  “  I  lhall,  at  the  fame 
time,’’  adds  our  author,  “  recommend 
the  map  which  accompanies  that  Hif- 
tory,  and  which  may  be  purchafed  fe- 
parately,  to  the  inipcdlion  of  my  rea¬ 
ders  y  as  it  is  by  far  the  moft  accurate 
pf  any  that  has  been  hitherto  publifhed 
of  the  ifland.”  To  this  rccomincnda- 
iion  we  have  nothing  to  objc6f . 

Mr.  Windham  obferves,  that  the  Iflc

roa^l,  from  whence  a  fcrpcniinc  fliady 
lane  leads  to  it.  Many  natural  groups 
of  refpcttable  elms  arc  here  dil'perfcd 
among  the  wide  intcrfticcs  of  the  di¬ 
vided  rocks  ;  and  many  gralTy  lawns 
wind  their  irregular  palTagcs  amid  thefc 
impenetrable  harriers.  One  fide  of  this 
collage  commands  fomc  partial  views  of 
the  ocean,  while  the  other  opens  to  a 
circular,  pohfticd  gral's-plat,  which  is 
clolcly  environed  with  tlnck  coppices, 
that  have,  for  time  immemorial,  taken 
full  poffelfion  of  the  Tides  and  fummits 
of  thcTc  aniicnt  fragments.  A  lhallow 
pellucid  Itrcam,  juft  burfted  from  its 
cryftal  Tpring,  and  trilling  thioughthis 
little  verdant  mead,  works  its  channel 
towards  the  fea-cliif,  from  whence  it 
falls  in  a  confidcrablc  raTcadc  on  the 
{here.  Surely  Nature  never  combined 
fuch  a  htitrcgcncous  aftemblage  ol*  her 
various  features  in  To  Tmall  a  compaTs 
before  ! 

“  A  vineyard  has  lately  been  planted 
on  an  acre  of  this  little  demcTn.:,  under 
the  infpedtion  (,f  a  French  *vi^nnon^ 
and  if  a  Tcorching  climate  alcrc  were 
Tu(?icicntto  cnTure  its  Tuccefs,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  it ;  but  whether  the  fpray 
of  the  neighbouring  Tea  may  not  blaft 
the  foliage  of  the  vines,  or  whether  the 
land  may  net  be  too  moift  and  Ipungy 
for  a  plant  that  naturally  afteCu  the 
iirieft  foil,  a  few  years  experience  will 
ultimately  determine. 

“  The  novelty  of  a  vineyard  has, 
robably,  attracted  mere  company  to 
t.  Lawrence  than  the  pifturcfqiic  and 
lomaniic  fcencry  around  it  j  and,  per¬ 
haps,  more  than  is  quire  agreeable  to 
the  proprietor  ;  for  I  was  furpri/cd,  at  a 
Inblcqucnt  excuriion  to  it,  to  Tee  a 
painted  board  at  the  entrance  witli  the 
following  words,  ‘  The  Sea  Co/ra^^e  is 
^  not^fwd  \  from  which  1  undcrftaiul 
that  It  was  not  to  be  ften.  It  is  remark¬ 
able  that  there  Ihould  be  much  the  Tame 
forbiddance  to  the  houTc  at  Appuldur- 
combe,  and  even  to  the  road  through 
the  park  ;  for  though  a  ticket  of  admit¬ 
tance,  for  a  particular  day,  is  occa- 
fionally  granted  by  Sir  Richard’s  fteward 
at  Newport,  yet  the  application  for  it 
has  been  known  to  have  been  refuTcd. 

“  This  want  of  attention  to  the  in- 
quifitivc  traveller  is,  however,  Jiappily 
•confined  to  Appuldurcoipbe  and  St. 
Lawrence  ;  for  luch  fs  the  uncommon 
liberality  of  every  other  inhabitant  of 
the  ifland,  that  ft  rangers  are  permitted 
fo  drive  through  their  Uwns,  and  even

to  their  doors,  with  a  confeiourneft  of 
giving  no  offence.*' 

The  following  remirks  we  prcTcntat 
a  Tpcciinen  of  ^Jr.  Windham's  phiiofo* 
phical  Tpcculaiions : 

“  NoTpoi,  perhaps, -upon  the  terref- 
trial  globe  Ihcwi  more  evident  piXHift  of 
the  gradual  feccftioii  of  the  Teas,  tlian 
this  ifland.  The  numerous  faltcrns, 
and  the  many  narrow  vallics,  on  tho 
Tide  towards  PonTmouth,  were  indif# 
puiably  antient  creeks,  or  inlets  fronf 
the  Tea  {  and  the  conira<‘.lcd  creeks 
which  ftill  remain,  hnvevifihlv  left  long 
tracks  of  deierted  land  above  them  ; 
within  the  time  of  hiftorv,  Tome  of  thefe 
arc  known  to  have  been  even  ports  or 
harbours :  but  I  (hall  not  carry  iny  by- 
pothelis  To  far,  as  to  think  that  ail  thefe 
great  iVccflions  wire  made  within  the 
period  that  thcTc  Northern  Countries 
were  known  to  he  inhabited. 

“  Moderate  and  flow  Teceirtotis  have, 
probably,  been  apparent  for  the  laft 
thouTand  years  ;  but  it  is  well  known, 
that  the  now  Ihslhnv  harbour  of  Brad- 
ing  has  been  at  difftrent  times  much 
conirafttd  j  and  has  been  partially  em¬ 
banked,  according  as  the  waters  iiave 
Tcccdcd  from  it.  May  not  tT.cn  the 
waters,  w  hich,  our  religion  teuches  us, 
were  let  iooTe  and  covered  t)ic  whole 
face  of  the  earth,  have  gradually  fnh- 
Tided  from  that  pcrioil,  within  the 
bowels  of  its  parent  earth  ;  and  may 
they  not  ftill  continue  to  Tubiide,  though 
proportionally  in  a  much  lcT»  degree 
than  at  the  beginning,  as  the  earth 
miift  now  he  the  more  nearly  faturated 
with  them  ? 

“  1  need  not  attempt  to  refute  the 
vulgar  error,  that  fuppofes  .the  Tea  to 
gain  in  one  place  what  it  loTcs  in  ano¬ 
ther,  and  tiiat  the  quantity  of  its  water 
remains  the  Tame  ;  for  at  no  natural 
level  is  To  perfect  as  water,  it  niuil  foU 
lt)u*,  that  if  the  Tea  a^lually  TubTides  in 
one  place,  it  muft  conTcqucntly  TubTide 
in  all. 

*•  Violent  tempefls  and  extraordinary 
inundations  have  fometimes,  indeed, 
overwhelmed  large  countries,  and  have 
carried  off  on  their  retreat  the  Tuper- 
ficial  parts  of  its  Toil,  while  the  low*t*r 
and  firmer  ground  ftill  continues  to  he 
overflown.  Mountains  and  rocks  have 
alio  been  undermined  by  the  Tea,  and 
huge  fragments  have  occafiojiallv  been 
Teparated  from  them,  and  ftill  appearin 
its  waters.  But  thefe  convulTions  form 
no  argument  againft  the  abnre  ftated 
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hypothefit ;  for  unlefs  it  can  he  proved 
that  the  original  height  of  the  landit  was 
ft  ill  overflown,  they  will  prove  nothing  ; 
and  if  that  was  a  fa^,  it  would  necef- 
fariiy  follow,  that  no  other  land  could 
ever  have  been  deferted  bv  the  Tea. 

1  am  aware  that  the  fituation  of  the 
old  church  of  St.  Helen’s,  which  is 
Bfsentioned  at  page  ur^cd, 

with  fonie  appearance  of  rcafon,  againfl 
the  theory.  Paa  of  this  church-yard 
kas  actually  been  walhcd  away  by  the 
wares,  and  the  remnants  of  its  tower 
•re  in  danger  of  falling  a  facrifice  to 
their  fury.  But  it  is  well  known,  that 
this  church  was  originally  crc<^lcd  at 
tome  diflance  from  the  Ihorc  ;  and  that 
the  land,  which  (houUI  hive  defended  tc 
from  the  violence  of  tlic  diftant  waves, 
has  been  torn  a  wav  by  occafional  in> 
iindations.  It  is  alfo  well  known,  that 
its  foundations,  though  very  low,  arc  (lill 
higher  than  the  highefl  water* mark  in 
a  calm  lea  *,  but  that  part  of  the  land 
which  protected  the  church,  being 
walhcd  away  and  now  rrduetd  to  a  iiigh 
land-bank,  that  proje^^s  over  three- 
fourths  of  the  harbour  of  Brading,  tire 
ruin  IS  now,  and  has  been  for  many 
years,  wholly  expofed  to  the  raging 
fwellof  the  florins  1  which  is  greatly 
incrcafcd  by  the  check  it  receives  from 


the  remaining  neck  of  land,  and  by 
which  the  church  is  now  clofcly  and 
totally  embayed. 

^  This  church  was  founded  about  the 
year  i  lOo  i  and  the  lea  is  not  luppofcd 
to  have  fubfidcd  in  any  great  degree, 
within  the  period  of  the  laft  8oo  years.” 

Mr.  Windham  has  adopted  a  prac¬ 
tice  which  is  become  too  frequent,  and 
which  tends  to  introduce  uncertainty 
and  confufion  hereafter,  we  mean  that 
of  deferibing  perfons  by  the  titles  of  the 
olHces  they  hold,  without  adding  their 
names.-  I'hus  he  informs  the  reader, 
page  45,  of  a  delightful  fpot  now  te¬ 
nanted  and  inhabited  by  the  Lord  Chief 
Baron  of  the  Kxcheipicr.  As  there 
were  two  Chief  Barons  in  the  year  1 793, 
when  Mr.  Windham’s  Picture  was 
taken,  neme  but  a  perfon  acquainted 
with  the  illandcan  tell  which  he  means. 
Jf  it  Ihould  be  laid,  that  this  is  a  matter 
of  fmall  importance  ;  w^e  reply,  that  if 
it  is  material  to  name  the  perfon  at  all, 
it  is  equally  material  to  deferibe  him  lo 
that  he  may  be  immediately  known,  and 
nut  mifiaken  for  another. 

This  book,  we  may  add^^is  hand- 
fomcly  printed  ;  but  the  price,  com¬ 
pared  to  other  Directories,  is  too  high 
for  general  ul'c.

“An  approved  form  for  a  bit-flopprrf 
is  to  have  it  about  four  fathoms  long, 
and  tailed  out,  nippcr-falhion,  at  one 
end,  and  knotted  at  the  other  ;  let  this 
flopper  be  drove  through  the  hole  in  the 
knee,  before  the  main-bits.  To  pafs 
it,  let  it  be  led  aft,inride  over  the  cable, 
then  worm  it  round  the  cable  before 
the  hits.

The  Hiftory  of  Dcvonlhirc.  In  Three  Volumes.  Volume  the  Second.  By 
the  Rev.  Richard  Polwhele.  Folio.  Cadcll.

^HIS  volume,  as  we  have  already 

hinted,  will  appear  dry  and  uniiuc- 
refting  to  the  gcntrality  of  readers. 
Tet  is  not  Mr.  Polwhelc's  hiftoncal 
reputation  atft^fed  thereby.  What  is 
here  contained  could  not  prlFibly  be 
(pared  in  a  county  hiftory. ;  and  he  has 
judicioufly  thrown  thcl'e  particulars  into 
onccollcded  view.  The  general  hifto- 
ry  will  thereby  be  kept  from  ufclcfs 
tautology  and  ncedlcls  digrelfions.  It 
is  there,  indeed,  that  we  anxiondy  cx- 
pedt  Mr.  Polwhele  ;  nor  do  w  e  fear  his 
lucccCs, 

We  now  open  this  vtdnmc  at  the  par¬ 
ticular  lurvey  of  the  Archdeaconry  of 
bxeter  ;  and  here  we*  are  prcl'entcd 
with  the  following  defcripiion  : 

**  F.xctcr  isencompalTed  w  ith  feveral 
rallies  from  the  north  round  to  the  weft, 
(burh.anJ  fouth^taft  :  but  on  the  north- 
call  the  ground  riles,  and  terminates 
about  a  mile  and  half  from  the  town  in 
one  of  our  higheft  hills. 

“  The  face  of  the  country  in  the 
environs  of  Kxeter  is  better  viewed  as 
we  afeend  this  hill  than  from  any  other 
tniincncc  in  its  vicinity.  To  the  fouth, 
We  have  a  view  of  the  River  Exc  dc- 
icenfling  into  the  lea.  and  of  the  towns, 
villages,  and  feats  fituated  on  its  banks. 
Tp  ttie  fouth-weft,  Haldon  riles  with  a 
dark  brow’n  uncultivated  hue,  far  above 
the  eye,  and  regularly  intercepts  the 
prufpcdf  for  live  or  fix  miles. 
M(Hre  to  the  weft,  and  round  to  the 
nor^  the  hills,  which  arc  in  general 
cultivated, appear  lofty  :  but  intervening 
vallics  Icngfbcn  the  view,  and  lead  on 
the  eye  to  the  blue  hills  that  meet  the 
hoiiaon.  Nearer  in  the  pidturc,  we 
have  a  nuirihtrof  pretty  villas  :  and  the 
hedge-row  trees  often  feem  like  woods 
wiihhoufcs  and  villages  in  the  mlJft  of 
them.  Where  the  ground  lies  open, 
wt  ice  rich  land  in  high  cultivation. 
The  cathedral,  and  the  caftle  with  the 
grove  around  it,  add  muchto  tiic  beauty 
uf  the  fcenc.  • 

**  Open  to  the  fca-brecics  the 


fouih,and  fcrccncdhy  hillson  every  other 
(idc,  much  of  the  land  about  the  city 

f peculiarly  fertile  ;  and  foow  fcldom  li(/s 
ong  upon  the  ground, 

“The  luxuriance  of  the  valley  beneath 
the  tuw'n  immediately  awakens  the  . 
attention  of  ftrangtrs  ;  and. the  general 
appearance  of  the  country,  as  viewed 
from  tlie  lower  part  of  the  town  in 
contrail  w’ith  Haldon  and  other  hills 
that  clofe  the  profpc£l,  hath  a  beautiful 
elfetl. 

**  For  the  city  itfclf,  its  (loping  feite 
hath  often  been  admired  ;  and  it  hat 
generally  been  deferibed  as  Handing  on 
the  fide  of  a  hill  environed  with  hills. 
There  arc  many  plcafant  walks  rounld 
F'xctcr,  particularly  on  the  river’s  fide, 
and  on  tlic  banks  of  the  canal.’* 

The  particular  defcripiion  of  parilh* 
churches  can  aftord  little  room  for 
txtra^s. 

Seine  of  the  monumental  infcrlp- 
tions  arc,  indeed,  curious,  and  fuch  as 
arc  fow  elh.ill  take  the  liberty  of  copying. 

In  file  cluirck  of  Tedburn  St.  Mary 
is  the  folK.wviiig  Epitaph  of  Edward 
Cicc,  Parfon  <*f  this  Church,  on  the 
Death  of  his  dear  Wife  jane  Gee,  who* 
dtccafcd  Sept,  zi,  1613. 

“  O  !  that  in  Hynicn;cus  books  1  oe*cr  had 
been  iiiroird  !  • 

Woe  !  worili  alas  !  my  light,  my  Jane,  lies 
here  Iclad  In  mould. 

Scarce  ten  years  had  we  liv'd  in  blifs  but

But  nctwithf^andin"  the  extraor¬ 
dinary  poignancy  of  his  gruf,  ami  the 
vehenicuce  of  his  protc'Aations,  this 
faithful  widower  left  at  his  death,  in 
i6iS,a  widow  named  Mary,  “  to  turtle 
it  afterhim  as  he  had  done  bcforC|”lays 
a  ^ainc  hittorian. 

The  parifh  of  Drru'f^riqntoH  gives  us 
fume  relief  from  the  unintcrcningnefs 
of  genealogical  detail,  the  fucccHijii  of 
iand-ownif',  and  the  dcfcriptioii  of 
churches.  “Tothc  tine  fernery  within 
th  s  large  parilh,”  fays  Mr.  r«.i whole, 
“I  have  already  had  cccalionto  advert. 
But  the  banks  of  the  romantic  river 
Tcign  arc  more  peculiirly  attractive. 
The  wild  refs  of  w(K>d  and  iittk,  now 
walhtd  by  the  Tcign,  now  darting  from 
the  liJcs  of  the  hills,  feems,  in  a  word, 
the  difcrimlniting  feature.  To  inftance 
one  of  the  wildclt  Ip^ts.  Where  the 
Tc’gn  runs  at  the  bafe  of  the  “  Moving 
Rock,**  we  defeend  into  the  valley 
amidll  vad  maCfesor  granite  :  and  look¬ 
ing  back,  when  we  have  readied  the 
river,  we  fee  them,  as  it  were,  burfling 
afunder,and  only  prevented  from  falling 
by  their  chains  of  ivy.  In  othcrplaccs, 
CQorftious  ledges,  ovcrlhadcd  hy  oaken 
foliage,  appear  like  the  ruins  (d  a  caAie. 
Tliis  is,  pariiculariy,  the  cafe  in  the 
vicinhy  of  the  Cronilcth,  where  the 
berry  cf  the  mounrain-alh,  here  re¬ 
markably  luxutiarr,  lus  a  b.:a:r.ifiil 
appearance  from  chafnis  of  rock  eq- 
cruAcd  Nv  th  pale  mofs.  The  views 
from  this  foot  arc  delightful.  The  t;  e 
reppfeswith  pleafurc  on  the  richiufs  of 
the  woods  of  Whiddon,  after  contem- 
jfilatiog  precipices  thrt  ftem  ribi  ed  with 
iron,  and  follows  the  receding  hills, 
wave  after  wave,  liii  they  are  l-'fi  in 
azure.  Here  (hould  we  love  to  linger, 
ao<l  call  up  the  ihudes  of  the  Druids — 
but  let  us  dirmtfs  the  idt.i,  led  fancy 
&ould  occupy  the  place  of  truth.’* 

We  AibU  next  cxrraif  the  defeription 
af  the  parilh  of  Brinford,  for  the  lake 
of  the  beauties  h  exhibits.

tiif  Brrdrford.  Bridfarvl,  anciently 
Urid^fferdy  fjgnifvini;  the  Ford  arar  the 
“  lies  (as  Rddon  cxprdrc>him. 
fclf)  in  the  trend  of  Tcign  river,” 
waliied  by  the  Teign  on  the  north-caft 
fide.  This  parilh  runs  about  three 
miles  weA,  and  from  fouih  to  north 
about  two  ntilcs.  It  is  a  hilly  parifc, 
having  on  the  wcA  coirJmcns  and  coarTc 
grounds,  and  on  th6  north-caA  cxtciiAve 
woods,  litre  too,  as  in  the  neigh'oour- 
ing  parilhes,  is  a  great  deal  of  moor- 
Aonc  rock.  The  parilh  roads  arc  nar¬ 
row,  and  ill  made  ;  and  they  arc  trou- 
blelomc,  allb,  on  accuurtt  of  ihcif  hllli. 
nefs^  Hut  the  romaritic  wirodlands  on 
each  fide  in  fome  meafurc  compenfate 
for  this  inconvenience.  In  a  ride  fn  sn 
ChriAow  to  Rridford  Church,  after 
palling  through  narrow  lanes  overhung 
with  wood,  tnai  entirely  excluded  tlir 
profpe^.  I  entered  Into  a  dctile ,  where 
luddcnly  I  faw  mylcif  on  a  precipice  tJ 
the  right,  with  a  deep  vale  aitlie  hor:om, 
in  which  a  Arcam  gurgled  among  molTv 
A  mes,  .and  which  was  terminated  bv  * 
mill  amid'd  a  cluAer  of  cottages.  Be- 
yond  the  vale,  vail  ledges  of  rock  wcie 
piled  up  on  tlic  oppoliic  hill.  My  hn 
was  ikirted  with  bold  woods  impending 
over  an  abrupt  declivity,  in  which  were 
fcvcr.tl  openings,  whence  frotn  charcoal 
pits  light  wreaths  of  fmoak  Aowlv 
afeended  through  the  trees.  On  Cold- 
Aonc  Down  (in  the  way  from  Bndfonl 
to'Dunsford)  is  a  rcm.irkahle  Aont, 
called  ColdAone  Rock,  juA  before  wb 
approach  Bridford  Wood,  which  is  a 
Anc  coppice,  clothing  a  very  cxtcnAve 
and  precipitctis  hill.  The  path  winds 
beautifully  through  the  svoods.  1  ob- 
Arved  the  lool'c  clouds  Iianging  on  liic 
oppolitc  hv:ightr,and  the  fun  gildingthc 
hills  bcneaili  them.  Defeending  through 
this  path  tothc  b.'ttom  of  tiie  wot)d,  we 
ciofs  the  river  Tcign  at  Steps  Bridge, 
which  is  in  Dunsfoid  parilh,  and  div idcr 
Biidford  from  Dunsl'ord.  Bridford 
Bridge,  on  the  Ttign,  has  three  arclics. 
It  is  repaired  h.y  the  county,  Tlicre  is 
a  hamlet  near  the  church  where  cyder 
and  other  rcfrelhmcnts  are  laruc’v  dif- 
prnltd  :  bur,  what  is  an  uniiiail  thing 
in  our  villages,  no  liccnfcd  houfe  «  i 
niihl’c  entertainment  cxiits  in  Bridford.

Septen¬ 
nial  Parliaments  were  undoubtedly 
preferable,  however,  to  thole  chofen 
annually  *,  fur  annual  ele6iion,  though 
it  might  rend  to  render  the  influence  of 
the  Crown  over  the  Commons  lefs,  yet 
boroughs  w«  uld  become  by  that  means 
more  marketable  than  ever,  as  being 
more  frequently  to  be  fold  ;  and  the 
Ariftoctacy,  being  from  their  richer 
and  confrquence  the  belt  bidders, would, 
of  courlc,  polTcfs  a  greater  firarc.  of 
iiiAucncc  thcmfclves  in  the  Lower 
Houle  than  under  Septennial  Parlia¬ 
ments  they  do  conjointly  with  the 
Crow  n. 

Jn  favour  of  univcrfal  fuff  rage  much 
has  been  very  ably  faid,  but  I  fear 
without  due  confidcration  on  the  part 
^  <>f  its  lupporiers  ;  for  the  inoA  fatal 
day  to  ilic  general  liberties  of  a  people 
would  be  that  on  which  this  dangerous 
theory  were  put  in  pra^licr. 

Liberty  cxiAs  by  in<lcpendcncc  ;  and 
bribery,  therefore,  Arike.'*  at  its  very 
cxiAcncc.  Would  aot^v^ruption  ex¬ 
tend  loan  unheard-of  length  fiad  every 
pauper  a  vote  to  icll.^  Ctuld  the  man, 
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uhorcfamilr  were  pining  tor  bread  rcfift 
tiie  temptntion  a  guinea,  or  luch  utUcr 
liim  as  a  Court  Candidttc  Ihould  think 
proper  to  otTer  to  leriipt  him  with  ? 

K.ir  am  I  from  pnlfing  the  imailcft 
bicmilh.  on  our  pairiotilm  ;  but  can 
patriotifrn,  except  in  a  few  inftancc«^ 
withrtand  tijc  gnawin.i^  Call  of  dire 
ncctlfiiy  ^  Univerl'al  futfrage  then,  1 
infer,  vvoulJ  incrcafc  cr-rruption  in  a 
twohMtl  ftnfe  :  tirrt,  in  that  it  would 
increafe  the  ^^bjeCts  of  corruption  ;  and 
t\ho,  ftcondly,  from  their  poverty, 
might  be  taficr  corrupted  than  when 
the  election  refided  in  the  hands  of 
hndholdcrs  to  the  value  cf  forty  diil- 
linm  a  year  and  upwards. 

£iuc  leaving  this  futjcdf,  which  I  am 
contented  to  remain  as  it  is,  to  huads 
better  qualified  for  its  dilcairtun  than 
my  own,  I  Ihill  proceed  to  my  third 
pufition. 

A  fabric  thus  crc£icd,  when  viewed 
by  the  people  as  its  architects,  muft  be 
pronouuctd  peitcCt.  Retaining  in  their 
own  hands  (that  is.  in  tl.c  hands  of  their 
Rcprelentativcs)  cxclufivtly,  the  power 
of  granting  fupplies,  and  by  retraining 
the  Nobles  from  at  ail  interfering  in 
their  dilj)ofition,ihcy  preferve  tothem- 
fulvcs  a  reftraint  ever  their  Monarchy 
wLiich  blends  its  intcrets  with  their 
own.  By  being  ti.e  primitive  Legilla- 
tors,  and  fulmitting  their  plans  to  the 
infpeCtion  and  cuntroul  of  the  Arido- 
cracy,  they  tranfmit  into  the  hands  of 
tlie  Executive  Government  laws  found¬ 
ed  upon  policy  and  neceifity,  and 
implying  the  general  will  and  intention. 

rhefe  three  Powers  then,  thus  con- 
folldatcd,  convey  to  our  ideas  the  true 
clfcnce  of  Civil  Government.  By  thus 
rautioufiy  avoiding  the  dangers  of 
tiihcr,  and  felcCting  the  bcnchts  of  all, 
do  We  conflitute  a  model  of  Legiflatien 
founded  u(>on  rational  principles  of  eh  il 


fubordi nation,  and  genuine  principlrtof 
civil  and  natural  liberty. 

In  cur  C*>nft;tutiou  arc  they  thus 
hapoilv  combined  ;  ard  w  hile  furrouad- 
ing  rat’ons  tutfer  from  the  difeording 
aod  jr.rnag  inttrerts  of  Dcfpotifm  ■ml 
I.icentioulncls,  do  we  live  Iccure,  pro¬ 
tected  bv  laws  formed  by  our  anceilors 
r.nd  Qiirlelvcs,  executed  by  a  Ring  whofe 
liighefl  intcreft  is  to  contulcour  wiihes- 

But  far  be  it  fmm  me  to  build  the 
truth  emblem  of  our  felicity  upt)n  two 
grounds  fo  rclndi  as  thole  now  hafed, 
via.  our  excellence  over  other  coun¬ 
tries,  and  our  relfraint  ever  our  King  ; 
for  the  former,  thougb  it  mav  be  ■  mat¬ 
ter  of  boah  and  glory,  cannot  be  to  the 
generous  heart  of  '2  Briton  a  matter  of 
j(»v  ;  nor  can  the  latter  ever  afford  ut 
ctlicr  fHtishdiion  than  in  idea,  whilfl 
we  have  the  h^ppincfs  of  being  under  fo 
mild  and  benchceiit  a  Prince  as  now 
f.ili  the  throne  of  thtfe  realms,  who  has 
transferred  that  interch  into  apleafure, 
and  hat  been  ever  at  once  the  Father 
whilh  the  AVwj  of  his  People.  But  the 
advantages  which  we  enjoy,  on  the 
contrary,  are  general,  and  extend  not 
only  to  cnirfelves,  both  as  iiidividuala 
and  as  a  State,  but  in  our  commercial 
iranfadtions  and  foreign  engagements. 
The  name  of  Briton  reverenced  in 
every  corner  of  the  globe.  And  why  > 
Pcciufc  he  is  the  mcmlier  of  ■  State 
under  whofe  flourifhing  aufpices  his 
heart  hss  learned  to  clow  with  fenti- . 
ments  of  real  liberty,  which  expand  hit 
foul  beyond  the  nirrosvand  fetnfh  ideal 
whicii  lUvery  and  licentioufncTs  unircr- 
fallv  inftili. 

't'his  then  is  our  fituaiiop,  and  let  us 
ever  maintain  it  againfl  internal  and 
external  foes,  and  fo  tranfmit  to  pofte- 
riiy,  if  not  tmfrovfd  at  lea  ft  uniripuired^ 
the  fuperior  blciiings  bequeathed  to  us 
by  our  anceftors.  HORATIO,

PARTICULARS  OF  THEIR  CHIEF,  THE  BEGUM  SOMBRO.

'"THF  Jartes  derive  th^ir  origin  from  a 
^  finglc  head  of  a  family,  whofe  name 
is  Ram-gi ;  he  had  thirty-four  chil¬ 
dren,  who  gave  him  many  grand-chil- 
dren,  nho  all  rcfpcfVed  him  as  their 
father  and  prince.  The  eldcft  of  the 
family,  io  dirc^l  line,  has  always  been 
acknowledged  as  Ram-gi  himfclf ;  they 
vverc  cuitivator*^,  whence  their  atvich- 


ment  to  agriculture.  They  remained 
in  obfeurity  until  the  fall  of  the  Mogul 
Empire  ;  they  have  feized  on  A^ra, 
and  extended  their  power  as  far  as  Siren, 
on  the  road  to  Labor.  Their  Chiefs 
refidcdat  Agra  wirhthc  title  of  Rajahs. 
1  he  hrft  of  them  that  acouiredreputa- 
was  named  Jonas  aing  ;  his  fuc- 
jiame  was  Creten  Sing ;  and 
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that  of  the  laft  chief  was  Naval  Sinp. 
Since  ihi^i  nation  has  hren  defeated  hy 
Nadjnr  Khan,  it  has  fallen  into  con¬ 
tempt  and  oblivion,  for  they  liave  lol\ 
their  conquclls,  and  arc  now  confined 
tvj  Barpoor,  which  is  the  capital  of  their 
htilc  country.  But  it  is  very  ftrong  : 
iti  ditches  arc  of  a  breadth  more  than  is 
ufual  elfewhcrc  ;  they  arc  fifty-fix  feet 
deep,  and  arc  always  filled  with  water, 
that  comes  from  a  perennial  fpring. 
n'hcir  prefent  chief,  whq,  now  retains 
the  title  of  Rajah,  is  called  Ringet 
&ing,  who  is  at  the  fame  time  the  chief 
of  their  religion,  which  is  that  of  tlic 
Hindoos.  I'liis  nation  is  the  only  one 
in  India  which  facrificcs  to  father  Sun, 
and  Mother  Moon.  One  day  of  the 
scar,  anfwcring  to  the  firit  of  our 
March,  the  Rajah  goes  through  a  cere, 
mony  fimilar  to  that  of  the  Emperor 
of  China  on  the  day  of  his  coronation. 
Their  women  arc  of  a  clear  brown,  arc 
very  fruitful,  and  generally  ecafe  child, 
bearing  at  thirty-five  years  of  age. 
They  tre,  perhaps,  the  lead  dirgufting 
aiii»)ng  the  Indian  women ;  they  have 
eyes  lo  lively,  that  one  is  not  inclined  to 
U)ok  at  and  give  iu«  ntion  to  their  co. 
i  ^ur  and  leaniuTt.  The  Jattes,  at  this 
time,  could  not  bring  together  twelve 
thoufard  cavalry  and  mtantry,  but  with 
great  difficulty. 

We  find,  in  the  country  between  the 
Seiks  and  the  other  natl^ms,  the  lands 
^Hidelfed  by  the  Begum  Sombn),  on  con- 
diiton  of  alwavs  keeping  rtady  a  certain 
number  of  troeps  and  hur(»pean$.  The 
feven  Jaghcer:*  that  Ihc  hai,  arc  called 
the  feven  provinces  :  thev  arc  certainly 
a  ftatc  of  the  greateft  fertility,  and  if 
that  Lady  had  not  luch  neighbours,  her 
Unds  would  produce  to  her  much  more. 
She  is  at*  prefent  head  and  commandant 
of  a  party,  whofc  foundation  was  hiid 
by  Sombre,  a  man  unfortunatclv  too 
well  known  at  the  time  of  the  defeat 
of  Stied  Allih.at  Bockfairc.  On  tint 
occafion  Sombro  rriircdto  Agra,  among 
the  Jaitcs,  but  afterwards  wmt  from 
them  and  entered  into  the  fcrvicc  of 
NadjaiHr  Khan.  Rtgeni  of  the  Mogul 
I'.mpiic,  who  immediately  granted  him 
a  ponton  of  the  lands  which  the  Begum 
Sombro  now  potTcacs,  under  conditions 
advantageous  to  both  parties.  SoT.bro, 
nftcr  having  done  good  and  had  afti  ms, 
dKd  in  1771, and  his  Bcighura  feired  on 
the  government  and  the  rcvcna.s  of  the 
Luds,  which  Ihc  knew  how  to  augment 
in  the  courfc  cf  ti.mc.  We  cannot  rc- 
fufe  her  great  equalities  of  foul  and 


mind  :  her  courage  is  heroic,  and  fhe 
has  been  prefent  fcveral  times  at  bat¬ 
tles  ;  the  balls  have  w  hittled  around  her 
w'iihout  her  having  fhewn  the  Icatt  fear. 
Her  prcfcncc  of  itiind  is  aftonilhing, 
and  her  dilfunulation  is  extreme.  No 
news,  either  good  or  bad,  caiifes  any 
alteration  in  her  exterior  :  it  is  impel, 
fibic  to  conjedfure  anything  from  her 
countenance  or  w  ords  j  belidcs^  Ihc  is 
generous,  intriguing,  fecret,  keen,  and 
profoundly  politick.  Her  manners  arc 
mild  and  engaging,  her  deportment  and 
demeanour  is  noble  and  aitablc.  She  is 
inccffantly  occupied  in  biifincfs,  and  her 
coant£fions  with  the  Seiks,  render  her 
lands  tranouil  and  fecurc  fnim  ravages# 
Sue  loves  dancing,  mufic,  and  fcttivr.’s, 
and  whatever  is  magnificent.  Her  cha- 
raacr  is  firm,  great,  and  crafty.  If  (he 
had  greater  revenues,  (he  would  infal¬ 
libly  execute  great  actions,  and  would 
in  her  magnificence  and  enterprifes  be 
comparable  tothc  Ruffian  heroine,  w  ith 
whom  (he  may  be  compared  from  fimi- 
larity  of  features  and  figure,  Her  re¬ 
venues  do  nor  now  exceed  fix  lacks  of 
rupees,  of  which  a  proporMoi;  ^  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  fon  of  Sombro, 
whofc  name  is  Zatt'ergiab  Khan,  who 
refidcs  at  Delhi  :  he  is  a  vain  young 
man,  thoughtUfs,  proud,  and  fierce". 
Another  portion  is  fpent  on  his  mother, 
now  living  in  a  little  cttaie,  opprciTcd 
by  a  difordcr  that  has  deranged  her  in. 
telle^U. 

The  force  of  Sombro  confitts  of  only 
four  battalions  ;  there  is  bcfidcs  about 
the  number  of  lixty  Europeans  or  gun¬ 
ners.  They,  arc  generally  encamped  at 
Sardana,  a  tolcrabiv  ftrong  town,  pro* 
tested  by  a  fort  that  is  not  ye  t  finilhed. 
Sardana  is  only  thiriy-fivc  cofs  diftant 
from  Delhi,  and  the  whole  country, 
through  which  one  pattes  in  going  there, 
by  the  rt>ad  of  Kikra  and  Bannoli,  is’ 
nearly  uncultivated,  and  infefted  by  the 
Ciugers.  Scarcely  do  we  enter  on  the 
territory  of  Bannoli,  belonging  to  the 
Begum  Son.bro,  but  we  find  ourfclvcs 
in  lately,  and  the  fields  very  well  cul¬ 
tivated.  Sugar  is  there  in  abundance, 
•and  of  the  heft  quality,  it  being  ai  fine 
as  that  pf  Labor.  Tlic  Begum  has  a 
palace  at  Delhi,  which  llic  does  not 
think  proper  TO  occupy  ;  the  has  another 
at  Agra,  w  ith  a  beautiful  garden, 'Aiid 
a  Durbar.  The  village  adjoining  be¬ 
longs  to  her  likcwilc,  but  Ihc  rather 
ehufes  lo  refide  in  a  camp.''  ^  ^ 

The  family  of  this  Lady  is  from  Ca- 
chtmirc  j  her  parents  were  MuSulrntn, 
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gave  her  being  in  Hlndoofian,  ami 
whom  certain  circumftanccsof  the  limes 
had  reduced  to  live  humbly.  Owin^  to 
other  circumllancts  after  the  dcaiu  of 
her  father,  w  ho  commaudtd,  they  lay, 
a  corps  of  cavalry,  ihc  found  hcrlclf  in 
Sombro’s  Zenanah,  whole  mind  was 
entirely  governed  by  her.  During  hii 
life  ihc  governed  ibc  State  by  her 
tounfels  and  will.  Site  afterwards  be¬ 
came  a  Cbriltian,  and  was  baptized  by 
the  bare-footed  Caimclites  «f  Agra, 
who  from  that  time  have  received  frt»m 
her  gcncrofity  continual  benefits.  She 
has  never  borne  children.  Her  manner 
of  living  is  very  decent,  and  her  man- 
jicrs  are  unblemilhcd<->her  enemies  can 
only  calumniate  her.  But  on  the  other 
fide,  it  is  a  great  pity*  that  Ihc  can  be 
reproached  (with  rcafon)  for  cruelly 
«n  feme  occaftons.  They  accufc  her  of 
having  put  to  death  two  young  girls,  at 
Calcatora,  a  royal  garden  at  tw^  cofs 
from  Delhi,  where  Ihc  then  dwelt,  and 
two  others  at  Feridabad.  The  crimes 
of  thofe  poor  creatures  proceeded  from 
weaknefs,  which  even  did  not  amouut 
to  commillion.  They  were  in  love,  and 
by  a  confequcnce  as  natural,  were  going 
'  to  live  with  their  lovers.  This  rigour 
has  been  detcAed  in  To  much  a  greater 
degree,  as  it  was  commanded  by  a  wo- 
man,  who  is  not  fuppofed  to  want  the 
tcndcrncfs  and  feoi'ibility  of  her  ftx. 
and,  notwithllanding  her  own  force  of 
mind,  muA  know  that  young  girls  un¬ 
employed,  well  fed,  and  continually 
rrcfeni  at  dances,  arc  therefore  liable  to 
hear  cxprelFive,  feducing,  aad  pow  erful 
fongs,  were  not  made  to  remain  long 
enclufed  in  a  Zenanah,  furrounded  wiili 
lltnJer  Kanates.  Nothing  can  excufc 
this  rigour,  except  the  education  of  the 
Begum  among  the  MufTulmcn,  w  ho  pu- 
nilli  every  where  fuch  a  crime  with 
death.  Crime  !  O  Nature  !  Ihould  it 
be  called  fo  ? — This  Lady  has  expiated 
that  atrocity  fuice  ;  Ihe  has  now  accuf- 
tomed  hcTi'clf  to  keep  about  her  ibc 
daughters  of  the  European  Officers  in 
her  fcrvicc.  After  the  dtaih  of  their 
fathers,  (he  educatesand  maintains  them 
in  a  genteel  manner,  and  as  loon  as  they 
arc  capable  of  being  fenfiblc,  or  weak, 
41>  c  marries  them,  gives  them  dowiits, 
and  declares  them  her  daughters. 

If  any  one  was  intcrcftcd  in  thepre- 
fervation  of  the  government  of  Sombro, 
and  could  procure  her  the  fupport  of 
the  Englifti  protc£f ion,  he  would  there¬ 
by  obtain  the  cwq;iina&d  of  a  body  of 
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iroi>ps  that  has  always  acquired  honour 
and  glory.  Bur  it  ought  to  be  aug¬ 
mented  to  eight  battalions,  for  which 
number  the  Bcgrin  hasalready  procured 
fire-arms,  and  torty  good  pieces  of  ar- 
til’ci  v,  w  itiioiit  reckoning  fevcral  mor¬ 
tars.  Her  officers  arc  brave,  and  (he  is 
the  braved  of  all  :  Ihc  in  ntrfon  fought 
a  bloody  battle  with  Nadjut  Koiili  Khan, 
the  King  of  Delhi  being  prefent. — 
During  the  action,  two  tlioufand  men 
unexpectedly  came  out  of  the  fort  of 
Gokclghur  and  fell  on  the  forces  of  the 
Begum,  who  with  a  Tingle  gun,  a  iz 
pounder,  and  a  company  of  her  fepoys, 
lluod  the  alTaulti  and  fought  the  enemy': 
their  commander  was  mortally  wound¬ 
ed,  and  Ihc  CTinquered.  The  King 
Shah  Allum,  from  whom  flic  received 
the  mod  flattering  compliments  on  her 
vi^ory,  neverbt  lieved  himrelt  in  greater 
Tafety  than  in  her  tent.  If  her  reve¬ 
nues  (hould  be  augmented  in  proportion 
to  the  augmentation  of  her  troops,  they 
would  be  in  a  condition  .of  becoming 
very  ufeful,  and  of  the  grc  itcfl  confi- 
dcration  ;  for  they  would  be  regularly 
paid,  and  woulcl  be  reduced  to  a  degree 
of  liibordination,  wliich  exifls  not  at 
prcTent.  Sardana  might  become  a  place 
of  conrcqucnc*e  ;  its  fituatiun  enables  its. 
poiTcffior  to  have  eaiiiy,  and  in  a  Ihorr 
time,  every  kind  of  communication 
with  Anoplhccr.  The  Begum  is  much 
attached  to  J^uropcans,  and  her  good 
w  ill  has  evidently  maiiifeflcd  that  (he 
dcfircs  a  tixed  and  folid  connexion  with 
them.  Her  frictidfliip  fur  the  Eiigliflihai. 
appeared  in  her  late  conduff.  in  line, 
llichas  all  the  highefl  titles  of  the  Court 
of  the  Mogul  i  ihe  has  been  declared 
daughter  oTthc  King  with  all  tiie  ufiial 
ceremonial.  Scindia  has  in  like  manner 
declared  her  his  daughter.  But  this  lait 
father  would  be  very  happy  to  cufnare 
his  daughter^  if  he  cou)d  cioit  with  any 
decency,  and  without  rifle  j  therefore 
the  daughter  has  but  little  confidence  in 
her  parent.  She  may  now  be  nearly 
thirty-eight  years  of  age ;  her  fbape  is 
plump,  her  height  is  flve  feet,  her  fea¬ 
tures  are  regular,  her  eyes  lively  and 
Tech  as  impreis  refpe^f,  have  large  eyc- 
^  lids  and  eyebrows,  with  a  countenance 
always  Tcrene,  and  almo(\  quite  white; 
maguificently  clothed,  and  adorned  with 
a  quantity  of  pearls  and  ^cms.  She  is 
in  the  enclofure  of  her  dwelling  as  a 
petty  Q^cen,  Terved  by  eighty  anq  nine¬ 
ty  women.  Tome  of  whom  have  titles 
and  honours.  '

A  FTER  Tamcilinr  hadexttnJcd  his 
c«>nquefts  over  jrrat  part  of  Alia  ; 
after  he  had  defeated  and  taken  Bajacct 
prifoncr,  and  l  ail  almoll  daily  adiltd 
town  to  town,  and  prtjvincc  loprj'vincc, 
till  the  names  anil  deferiptionr  of  lus  ac- 
quilitionk  could  fcaret  ly  he  contained  in 
an  hundred  volumes  ;  upon  his  return 
to  Perfia,  he  was  attended  by  a  Cheick 
of  the  nante  <;f  Aidir;  who  was  not 
only  a  man  of  the  greatert  religion  and 
virtue,  hut  alfoof  apUalani  dil'pofition, 
find  of  domeftic  enjoynieut  and  inno* 
cent  hilarity. 

As  the  Kinperor,  at  certain  times, 
ch'.'fc  to  unbend  and  feck  the  I’ocietv  of 
his  fuhjcdli,  he  or.e  4!ay  entered  the 
huiilc  of  Aidar.  It  was  upon  a  family 
fcdlval ;  the  whole  of  his  children,  ilieir 
offspring  and  rtlatiom  were  allembled. 
The  dilguilc  cf  Tamti  lane  I'ccurcd  him 
from  the  obfervation  ol’  any,  except  tiic 
mailer  of  the  feaft  ;  who,  after  the  la- 
luiations  were'  over,  caking  the  com- 
p.iny  into  a  large  fal«>on,  which  opened 
into  a  beautiful  garden,  began  a  dil- 
coiirfe,  in  the  ciaiifc  of  which,  with 
great  art,  he  introduced  fomething 
which  glanced  at  tl'.c  -ulvantagrs  tliat 
each  of  his  auditors  enjoyed  in  ilicir 
prefent  fit  nation  ;  the  pleafure  and  nn;- 
ril  of  conlining  our  wilhes  to  things 
within  our  reach.  He  explained  to 
them  how,  by  the  alii  da  net  I'f  (xrconninv, 
mediocrity  might  be  converted  into  af- 
ttuence  ;  and  concliulcd  witli  an  culo. 
gium  uj^on  htiu  vole  nee  ;  upon  the 
adoration  we  IhonlJ  pay  to  the  Omni¬ 
potent  {  and  the  relative  rliitics  ue 
Ihould  obferve  is  members  rf  the  fame 
Rate,  province,  or  neighbourhood.  To 
this  mental  entertainment  luccccded  a 
coilacicn,at  w  hich  tlic  moft  undifguilVd 
minh  and  genutuc  I'atisfa^tion  teemed 
foreign.  The  younger  part  of  the  com¬ 
pany  trofe  to  dance  on  the  grafs-plais 
in  the  garden  :  the  elder  retired  into 
arbours,  furnifhed  with  cooling  liquors, 
and  palled  their  time  in  convcrfarion. 

Tamcrl-nc  was  enchanted  with  the 
day;  it  brought  to  his  mind  the  plea- 
lures  of  his  youth,  which  the  years  that 
had  fincc  clapfed  had,  in  fwme  degree, 
tikfcd  fioui  ihc  tahlits  of  his  memory, 


and  he  fancied  himfclf  again  rnjoyirie 
the  farhily  fccncs  that  had  palled  in  the 
place  of  his  nativity. 

Next  morning,  when  remembrance 
recalled  the  plcafing  vilion,  he  tliui

You 
fay  alfo,  that  you  lofe  many  things 
bccaul'e  your  thoughts  arc  not  ile’ady  and 
llrong  enough  to  purfuc'chein  to  a  juft 
ilTue,  Give  me  leave  to  think,  that  here¬ 
in  youmidake  yourlclf  and  your  own 
abilities.  Write  down  your  thoughts 
upon  any  fubje^l,  as  far  asycu  have 
purfued  them,  and  then  go  on  again  fome 
other  time,  when  you  hiid  your  mind 
difpofed  to  do  it,  and  fo  till  you  have 
carried  them  as  far  as  you  can,  and  you 
will  be  convinced,  that  if  you  have  loll 
any,  it  has  not  been  for  want  of  llrcngth 
of  mind  to  bring  them  tc  an  ilTue,  but 
for  want  of  memory  to  retain  a  long 
train  of  reafonings,  which  the  mind 
having  once  beat  out,  is  loth  to  be  at

nr  HE  difgraccful  verdl^l  Mr.  Cibber 
had  obtained  had  no  other  ellc6l 
than  to  irritate  the  parties  towards  each 
other.  Mrs.  Cibber, in  February  1739, 
was  brought-to-bed  of  a  daughter  t» 
and  continued  I'ecretcd  from  her  hul- 
band,  who,  it  we  arc  to  credit  his  Coun- 
fcl  in  a  rubfeqiient  trial,  had  offered  to 
forgive  and  receive  her  again.  It  ap¬ 
pears,  the  was  at  this  time  iupi>ortcd  by 
Mr.  Sloper,  whole  vifits  to  her  were 
conduded  with  I'omuch  circumfpcdlion, 
that  no  evidence  could  be  produced  of. 
any  intcrcourfe  between  them.  The 
place  of  her  retreat,  however,  was  dlf- 
covered,  and  her  hulband,  with  great 
brutality,  forced  himfclf  into  hcrapart-' 
■lent,  and*  carried  off  with  him  what¬ 


ever  valuables  belonging  to  her  he  could 
lay  his  hands  upon.  Soon  afterwards, 
he  brought  another  ad  ion  againll  Mr. 
Sloper  lor  the  lots  he  had  fultaincd  by 
the  detention  of  his  wife  from  her  em¬ 
ployment  in  the  Theatrct  and  laid  his 
damages  at  io,oooi.  This  adion  was 
tried  on  the  4th  of  December  1739  • 
and  on  this  occafion  he  found  the  jury 
more  liberal  than  their  predcccllors, 
He^obtained  a  verdid  for  5C0I. 

During  the  next  two  years,  there  is« 
chalio  in  Mrs.  Cibber's  life  which  we 
arc  unable  to  fill  up.  It  iscertain,  how¬ 
ever,  that  (he  was,  during  that  time, 
totally  loft  to  the  public,  and  without 
any  theatrical  employment.  It  is  molt 
probable  Ihe  depended  on  Mr.  Sloptt

In  the  fummer  of  1742,  Mrs.  Cibber 
returned  to  England.  By  this  time,  it 
may  he  prefumed,  fiic  and  her  huiband 
were  become  weary  of  harralfing  each 
other,  and  were  fcnfiblc  of  the  tolly  of 
it.  He  had  been  peftcred  with  fuits  in 
the  Commons  and  in  the  Court  of  Chan¬ 
cery,  and  ihc  hail  been  prevented  from 
performing  on  the  Stage.  They,  ihcre- 
rore,  agreed  to  afufpcnfion  of  hoililitic^, 
and  the  was  allowed  to  engage  at  any 
Theatre  ihe  pleafed,  and  to  be  midrefs 
of  her  own  income.  She,  in  confcqucnce 
of  this  agreement,  refumed  her  dation  in 
London,  and  appeared  at  Covent-Gar- 
den,  22d  Sept,  in  the  chara£fcr  of 
Defdemona,  to  Mr.  Quin’s  Othello. 
On  this  occafion,  the  audience  were  fo 
furprized  with  the  uncommon  energy 
with  which,  in  the  character  of  Defde¬

In  the  fcafon  of  1744-45  Ihe  removed* 
to  Drury- Lane,  at  which  Theatre  Mr. 

In  this  year 
(he  fird performed  the  partof  Condance 
in  “  King  John,**  which  (he  executed 
in  fo  fuperior  a  manner  as  to  extinguiih 
the  merit  of  every  other  performer,

VV'hen  the  en¬ 
tered  with  d'.lhcvcllcd  hair  and  wildnefs 
ia  her  eves,  having  loft  her  Ion /jct 
f^reity  Arthur^*'  th-  Cardin il  and  others 
aiierapting  to  comfort  her,  (he  funk  oa 
the  ground,  and  looking  round  with  a 
dignified  wildncts  and  horror,  laid, 

<*  Here  I  and  Sorrofw  fit !  this  is  my  throne  ? 

Let  Kings  come  bow  to  it.** 

Nothing  that  ever  was  exhibited  could 
exceed  this  picture  of  diltrefs ;  and  no¬ 
thing  that  ever  came  from  the’  mouth  cf 
mortal  was  ever  fpoken  with  more  dig¬ 
nified  propriety.  The  late  Mri.  Wof¬ 
fington,  who  was  excellent  in  many  parts 
of  this  character,  could  never  fucceed  in 
this  particular  paftage.  Mrs.  Cibber 
never  executed  it  without  a  burft  of 
applaufc  from  the  whole  audience. 
With  Mrs.  Woffingtoii  it  was  Icfs  no- 
'  ticed  than  many  other  parts  of  that 
chara6^er  ;  and  though  I  had  the  plea- 
fure  of  being  very  intimate  with  that 
agreeable  adtrefs,  and  often  mentioned 
this  circumftancc  to  her,  and  have  been 
often  with  her  when  Die  has  tried  to 
execute  what  1  have  deferthed,  yet  on 
the  Stage  it  ever  failed.”

collcdt  anything,  a  piece  of  eloquence 
for  indance,  which  has  charmed  me  be¬ 
yond  mcafure  in  a  dream,  that  it  has  ap¬ 
peared  very  puerile  or  uncouth.  Fora 
time  indeed,  and  whild  the  intenfe  idea 
dill  breathes  its  charms  or  its  horrors 
on  the  mind,  the  delufion  may  con¬ 
tinue  :  I  have  (hook  with  alarm,  when  • 
awaked,  at  the  refiguration  of  a  fccne 
which  a  few  hours  afterwards  only 
ferved  to  amufc  me  :.I  have  wept  at  the 
iremory  of  a  friend,  for  wlmm  at  com¬ 
mon  moments  1  felt  no  particular  con«> 
cern. 

This  curious  phocnomenon,  which 
feems  to  h.ivc  cfcapccl  cnauiry.  may  ad¬ 
mit  perhaps  of  this  fatisfa^ory  folution ; 
In  deep  wc  give  ourfelvcs  up  entirely 
to  the  imprcinoii  of  the  moment :  what¬ 
ever  afl'tfts  tis,  either  with  I'utfcring  or 
joy,  in  this  date,  adepts  us  unalloyed 
by  any  other  fcnfaiion  or  reflexion  ;  it 
occupies  the  whole  mind,  and  produces 
upon  it  the  whole  cffeA  which  fuch  a 
caufe  operating  on  fuch  a  fubdance  is 
capable  of  producing.  This  is  never 
the  cafe  when  wc  arc  awake.  If  wp 
are  in  didrefs,  the  mind, naturally  turns 
to  its  rcfonrccs ;  it  looks  backward,  it 
looks  forward  ;  it  adopts  fome  foriifv- 
ing  refledion,  it  encourages  fome  fc-' 
dii^^ive  hope,  and  abates  its  prefent 
fuifering  by  the  powers  of  confolation 
or  the  profpeft  of  deliverance.  In  our 
happied  moments  our  joy  is  not  un¬ 
adulterated  ;  fome  obtrufivc  care,  fome 
obfeure  fufpicion,  fome  lurking  reflec¬ 
tion  on  the  indability  of  human  prof- 
polity,  fome  cruel  thought  that  all  this 
olifs  mud  foon  end  and  may  be  inter¬ 
rupted,  taints  our  very  pured  enjoy¬ 
ments.  Our  predominant  idea,  in  real 
life,  whether  it  be  of  plcafurc  or  pain, 
is  for  ever  dilated  w  ith  fome  rctrolpcft 
of  the  pad  or  anticipation  of  the  futurct 

A  confidcration  of  two^  three  cafes 
fomething  analogous  to  dreaming,  may 
tend  perhaps  to  give  feme  degree  of 
credit  torhis  flmplc  folution. 

The  fufccptibiliiy  of  little  children  to 
gratification  or  didrefs  is  obvious  to 
every  one.  Children  have  little  to  look 
back  upon,  and  they  look  forward  ftill 
lefs ;  their  minds  arc  almod  entirely  en- 
grotTcd  with  the  occupation,  whatever 
it  ii,  of  the  m<»ment.  ^T>cjnnrning  of 
life  therefore  is  fomething  like  a  dream. 
A  child,  who  has  its  favourite  plaything 
taken  away,  fuffers  m«>re  than  a 
■arch  from  the  dilo^cmbeimcnt  of  hi< 
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tirpirc.  The  Monarch,  indec<^,  by 
Summoning  before  him  all  the  conic-  . 
i|ucnces  of  his  lofs,  hi«  <iimiDution  of 
revenue,  of  power,  an J  reputation,  may 
•protrad  hit  I'ufferingt  longer;  J  cannot 
but  ihinKi  however,  that  the  little  ur¬ 
chin  who  (bricks  and  damps  his  foot, 
::ud  is  convuli'ed  with  grief,  endures 
for  (he  time  more  real  anguilb  and  vex¬ 
ation  than  the  unhappy  Sovereign,  who 
eats  his  dinher  very  calmly,  and  par¬ 
takes,  though  fomewhat  cloudy  per¬ 
haps,  of  hi«  ordinary  amufcmcni^.  “  I 
delpair,  fays  Mr.  Burke,  of  deriving 
from  the  mod  dnilhtd  compofition  the 
plcafure  which  I  received  when  a  child 
from  works  which  mv  maturer  jiulg- 
nicntdifdains.'’  .Mr.  afctibcc  thicto 
the  faftidioufnefs  which  a  mind  acquires 
from  cultivation.  This  d<^ubtlcf8  in 
fame  meafure  folvetihc  phernomtuon  ; 
but  not,  I  think,  entirely.  There  arc 
many  perfons  who  pals  in  the  world  for 
men  of  good  underdandings  and  com¬ 
mon  tade,  who  are  jud  as  incapable,  J 
apprehend,  of  difeovering  the  blemilhes 
ol  a  fird-ratc  compofition  (tme  of  Mr. 
K.’s  fpeeches  for  indance)  as  a  child  is 
of  detc^^ing  the  non  fen  fe  of  Tom 
Thumb  J  yet  1  quedion  whether  that 
fpeech  will  afford  Kim  half  the  plea- 
furc.  A  child  is  not  only  blind  to  the 
faults,  but  Icnfibly. alive  to  the  charms 
of  what  he  reads.  W  hen  1  read  Ro- 
binfon  Criifoc  in  the  fird  opening  of 
lite,  the  remembrance  of  it  is  dill  re - 
frefliing  to  my  mind  :  I  went  along  with 
him  completely  ;  1  was  abfurbed  in  his 
sdvcnturcs  ;  1  failed  with  him  on  the 
raft ;  f  faw  the  print  of  the  foot  upon 
the  lands  ;  I  dnrtlcd  at  every  budi  ;  1 
prattled  with  Friday.  The  mod  de¬ 
voted  novel-reader  never  can  attain  this:- 
if  he  docs,  he  may  reckon  himfclf  as* 
happy  as  a  child.  Far  etherwife  is  the 
general  tenour  of  life.  As  we  advance 
»n  years  we  come  to  be  Icfs  touched 
"iih  the  prefem  moment,  and  to  live 
altnod  in  the  remembrance  of  the  pad 
or  provifion  for  ihc’fuiure.  That  keen 
fcnfibility  which  gives  to  youth  its  frank- 
nefs  and  its  fire ;  which  lights  up  the 
ftryours  of  imnallioncd  friend ihip ; 
which  makes,  the  fmilc  of  beauty 
Heaven,  and  abfcncc  infupportablc  de- 
fpair  ;  eld  pert'ons  have  no  fort  of  fym- 
parhy  with  :  they  are  out  of  all  temper 
with  fuch  extravagancies  and  follies, 
and  terrified  at  the  imprudent  mcafures 
th^  may  lead  to.  • 

Ebricty,  like  deep,  induces  an  obS- 
Tion  of  thc'paft  and  ;icglc6t  of  the  fu- 
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ture.  I  am  not  fure  that  it  dlfpofet  to 
hilarity  in  any  other  than  this  negatiVr 
way  t  Thofc  who  befot  themfelves  pri¬ 
vately  arc  often  fufficiently  j^mve,  anid 
confcicus  of  no  other  eflTeft  Irom  thefr 
potations  than  the  difperfion  of. care. 
Men  alTeml'Ic  at  the  table  on  purpoie  to 
fedivity  ufually  accompa¬ 
nies  the  Ibcipl  circulation  of  the  bottle  : 
our  hearts  expand  ;  we  are  ilelighrcd 
with  irillcs ;  we  aie*charnied  bevond 
meafure  with  a  joke,  which  our  return¬ 
ing  reafon  difdaim  ;  cur  mirth  is  in¬ 
temperate,  boidcrous,  and  altogether 
mirproporiioned  to  the  caufe.  Wine, 
in  this  cafe,  operates  like  a  dream  ;  it 
opens  the  foul  to  the  joyotis  imprclticn 
of  the  moment,  by  clofing  it  to  even’ 
thing  bdlidcs.  It  is  not,  how’cver,  to  joy- 
ens  in'prt  lfions  only  that  wine  quickens 
us,  I  Mt  to  the  predominant  imprcliior, 
vv'bnttv»r  It  may  be.  Joy  ufually  pre¬ 
vails  at  the  table,  bccaufc  it  is  pre¬ 
concerted  that  it  (bould  do  fo :  this 
convivial  arrangement,  however,  is 
lonieiimes  dilhirbtd  :  men  are  oftcVi 
exquifitcly  fore  and  ir.ifcible  in  their 
cups,  whether  replcnilhcd  with  Falcf- 
nian  or  Chanipaigne  ;  and,  though  cer¬ 
tainly  more  rare,  and  Ibmcwhat  ridicu¬ 
lous,  [  have  vvitnelHd  Itcucs  oKlrimken 
grief  and  tendcrncls,  furpalling,-'  appl- 
rcntly,  what  fober  fcnfibility  ever  fcIV. 

Though  it  be  difficult  tofpccirlate  on 
n  condition  of  our  unhappy  fjxcits 
which  we  never  experienced,  and  whnfe 
alRidfing  prefence,  wherever  it  prevails, 
we  approach  with  trembling  and  horrof", 
yet  as  far  as  we  can  explore  this\)bfCurc 
and  dreadful  viliiation,  there  feems  'a 
ffriking  analogy  between  infanity  aiid 
dreaming.  Jn  both  cafes,  an  unreal 
vifion  is  prefented  to  the  fancy,  whidi 
extinguilhing  memory  and  -  forcfight, 
and  arreffing  tlie  wholc'attcntion  of  the 
mind,  induces  the*  deluded  patient  to 
think,  and  reafon,  and  in  a  way- 
which,  however  confiftent  with  th« 
fcenc  before  him,  appears  to  the  waking 
and  rational  fpeftator  in  thehigheff  de¬ 
gree  incoherent  and  prcpoficruus.

In  my  lad  letter  of  the  13th  inilant  I 
acipiainitd  you,  for  his  Majclly’s  inftr- 
nvation,  with  arcjmrt,  which  1  hadjuff 
received,  of  the  enemy’s  having  made  a 
movement  towards  Oollerwvch.  It 
appeared,  however,  hy  the  account  of 
the  next  day,  that  this  corps  had  fallen 
back,  in  the  night.  The  fame  accounts, 
confirmed  bv  the  reports  of  deferters, 
allured  us,  a  very  conlulcrablc  dc- 
taehment, amounting  to  tiftcen  ihoiifanj 
men,  had  betn  made  towards  Mac- 
llricht. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  a  fudden attack, 
in  which  it  appeared  that  the  cnemv 
w'ere  in  great  force,  was  made  upon  afl 
mv  polls  of  the  right ;  and  that  of  Box- 
tcl,  which  was  the  moll  hdvanced,  was 
lorctd,  with  confidcrablc  lofs  lo  the 
Hcffe-Darmlladt  troops,  who  occupied 
it. 

As  the  line  of  my  out-pods  upon  the 
Bommel  could  not  be  maintained,  while 
the  enemy  were  in  poflTcdion  of  Hoxtcl, 
it  appeared  ncceffary  to  rcjpiin  it  ;  at 
the  fame  time,  the  degree  ol  rcfidancc 
which  the  enemy  would  make  would 
fcivc  to  afeertain  whether  this  attack 
wa-s  fupported  hy  their  army,  with  a 
view  to  a  general  attack,  or  was  merely 
an  affair  of  out- pods. 

I  therefore  ordered  Lieutenant-Ge¬ 
neral  Ahcrcromby  to  march  with  the 
rtferve  during  the  night,  w  ith  dircdiions 
to  reconnoitre  the  poll  at  d^y- light,  and 
to  adt  as  he  (hould  judge  bed,  from 
what  he  Ihonld  difeover  of. the  force  of 
the  enemy. 

Lieutenant-General  Abcrcromby 
having  advanced  as  dircdlcd,  found  the 
enemy  in  fuch  drength  ai>  left  little 
room  to  iloubt  of  the  proximity  of  their 
army,  and  he  accordingly  retired,  but  in 
fuch  good  order  as  prevented  the  enemy 
from  making  any  imprcHion,  although 
thev  followed  him  for  fome  didancc.

Borgcaftlc,  Birkenfcld,  Oberficin,  Kirn, 
and  Milenntim.  They  then  marched 
againtt  Crcutznach,  from  which  they 
were  to  proceed  againfi  Ruulaiiheim, 
Leifaltheim,  Pcdcrlhcim,  and  Worms. 
On  the  17th,  Kiankendal  wrs  taken,
